Soueraigne Loꝛd King Edward the 
ſixt. there remained one vnito2me oꝛder 
ot Common ſeruice and pꝛaper, and ol 
the adminiſtration ok Sacraments, 
Kites and Ceremonies in the Church 
of England, which was ſet foꝛth in one 
booke, entituled, The Booke ot Com 
mon pꝛaper, and adminiſtration of Sa⸗ 
craments, and other Uites q Ceremo- 
nies in the Church ol England, authoꝛi⸗ 
. > ſed by Acte of Parliament.holden in the 
fift and ſixt yeeres of our ſayde late Soueraigne Loꝛd Bing Edward 
the ſixt, entituled, An Acte fo2 the vnifozmitieof Common pꝛayer.and 
adminiſtration ofthe Sacraments: the which was repealed and taken 
awayby Act of Parliament, in the ſirſt pere ofthe reigne ol our late So⸗ 
ueraigne Lady Queene Mary, to the great decay ot the due honour ot 
God, and diſcomloꝛt to the pꝛolelloꝛs ofthe trueth ol Chꝛiſts Religion. 
Be it therloꝛe enacted by the authoꝛity of this pꝛeſent Parliament, that 
the ſayd Statute of repeale, and euery thing therin contained, only con- 
cerning the ſaydbooke, and the ſeruice, adminiſtration of Dacraments, 
Kites, and Ceremonies, contained oꝛ appoyntedin,o2 by the ſayd booke, 
ſhalbe voyd and ofnonecffect, from and alter the feaſt of the Natiuityof 
S. John Baptiſt next comming. And that the ſayd Boone with the oꝛder 
of Seruice, andof the adminiſtration of Sacraments, Rites, and Ce- 
remomes, with the alteration and additions therein added and appoyn- 
ted by this Statute. hal ſtand. and be from and alter the ſaid feaſt ol the 
Natiuitie ot S. John Baptiſt, in full fozce and effect, accoꝛding to the te- 
no: and effect of this Statute: any thing in the loꝛelayd Statute ok re⸗ 
peale to the contrary notwithſtanding. ROT PRESS 

Arnd further be it enacted by theMueenes Highnelſe, with the aſſent 
of the Loꝛds and Co nmons ot᷑ this pzeſent Parliament aſſembled, and 
by the guthoꝛity of the ſame that all and ſingular Miniſters, in any Ca⸗ 
thedꝛalloꝛ Parich Church , oꝛ other place within this Realme of Eng- 
land. Wales and the Marches of the lame. 02 other the Queenes domi⸗ 
nions,ſhall fromandafter the feaſt of the Nattuity of S. John Baptil> 
next comming, be bounden to ſay and vle the Mattens, Euenſong,cele- 
bꝛation ofthe Lozds Supper, and admimifration of each ol the Sacra- 
ments, and 8ilotyer Common and open pꝛaper, in ſuch oꝛder anyfozme 
d 2. as 
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as is mentioned in the ſayd Booke , ſo authoꝛiſed by Parliament in the 
ſayd fift and ſirt yeere of the raigne of King Edwardtheſlirt, with one 
alteration oꝛ addition of certaine Leſlons to bee vſed on euery Dundayp 
in the yeere, and the koꝛme of the Letany altered and cozrected, and two 
ſentences onely added in the deliuery of the Dacrament to the commu⸗ 
nicants, and none other, a2 otherwiie. And that if any mannerofPar- 
ſon, Uicar, oꝛ other whatſoeuer Miniſter, that ought oz ſhould ſing oꝛ 
ſay Common pꝛaper mentioned in the ſapd Booke, oz miniſter the Da- 
craments, from and atter the Feaſtof the Natiuity of S. John Baptill 
next comming, refuſe to vſe the ſayd Common pꝛapers, o2 to miniſter 
the Sacraments in ſuch Cathedꝛall oz Pariſh Church, oꝛ other places, 
as he ſhould vſe to miniſter the lame, in ſuch oꝛder and koꝛme as they be 
mentioned and ſet fooꝛth in the ſapd booke oꝛ ſhall wiltullp oz obſtinatip 
ſtanding int eſame, vſe any other Rite, Ceremony, Oꝛder, Foꝛme. o: 
manner of celebꝛating ot the Loꝛds Supper openly oꝛ pꝛiuily, oz Mat⸗ 
tens, Euenſong, adminiſtration of the Sacraments oꝛ other open pꝛap⸗ 
ers, then is mentioned and ſet foꝛth in the ſapd Booke (Open prayer in and 
throughout this Act, is meant that prayer which is for other to come vnto or 
heare, either in common Churches or priuat Chappels, or Oratories, common- 
ly called the Seruice of the Church) oz ſhall pzeach , declare, oꝛ ſpeake am 
thing in the derogation, oꝛ depꝛauing of the ſayd Booke, 02 any thing 
therein contained, oꝛ ok any part thereof, and ſhall be thereof lawſully 
conuicted, accoꝛding to the Lawes of this Realme, by verdict of twelue 
men, 02 by his owne confeſſion, oz by the notoꝛious euidence of the tact: 
ſhall loſe and fozfeit to the Queenes Yighnelle, her Yeires and Succet⸗ 
ſours, foꝛ his farlt offence, the p2ofit of all His ſpirituall benefices oꝛ pꝛo⸗ 
motions, comming 02 ariling in one whole peere next after His conuic⸗ 
tion: And alſo that the perſon ſo conuicted , ſhallfo2 the ſame offence tut- 
terimpaiſonment by the ſpace ot ſixe moneths, without baile oꝛ maine- 
pꝛiſe. Ind it anyſuch perſon, once conuict of any offence concerning the 
p:emilles, ſhallafter his firſt conuiction, eftſoones offend, and be thereof 
in fozme aloꝛe ſayd lawfully conuict : that then the ſame perſon ſhall tor 
his ſecond offence ſuffer impꝛiſonment by the ſpace of one whole yeere, 
and alſo ſhall therefoze be depꝛiued Ipſo facto ot allhis ſpirituall pꝛomo⸗ 
tions, And that it ſhall be lawfull to all Patrons oꝛ Donours of all and 
ſingular the ſame ſpirituall pꝛomotions, oꝛ ot any otthem.to pꝛeſentot 
collate to the ſame, as though the perſon oꝛ perſons ſo offending were 
dead. And that if any ſuch perſon oz perſons, after he chall be twiſe cou 
uicted in toꝛme afozeſayde, ſhall offend againſt any ot the pzemilles the 
third time and ſhall be thereof in fourme afozeſayd lawtuilly conuicted⸗ 
that then the perſon ſooffending, and conuicted the third time, chall be 
depꝛiued Ipſo facto of all his ſpiritual pꝛomotions, and alſo ſhal ſuffer ins 
pꝛiſonment during his life, 

And ik che perſon that ſhalloffendand bee conuict in fourme aloze* 
ſapd, concerning any of the pzemiſes, ſhallnot be beneficed, no2 3 
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any ſpirituall pꝛomotion: that then the ſame perſon ſo offending and 
conuict. hall foz the firit offence ſuffer impziſonment during one whole 
veere next aſter his layd conuiction, without baile oz mainpzife. And it 
ap ſuch perſon not hauing any ſpirituallpzomotion, after his firſt con- 
uiction.ſhal ettſoones offendin any thing concerning the pzemitſes, and 
ſhall in koꝛme atoꝛeſaid be therotlawtully conuicted: that then the lame 
perſon ſball toꝛ his ſecond offence ſuffer impꝛiionment during his lite. 
And it is oꝛdeined and enacted by the autyozity aboue laid, that if any 
perſon oꝛ perſons whatſoeuer, after the ſaid feaſt of the Natiuitie of S. 
John Baptiſt next comming. ſhall in any Enterludes, Plapes, Songs, 
Rimes, 02 by other open woꝛds, declare oz ſpeane any thing in the dero⸗ 
gation, depzauing, oz deſpiſing ot the ſame Booke, oꝛ ofany thing there- 
in conteined, oꝛ any part thereof, oꝛ ſhall by open fact,deede, oꝛ by open 
thzeatnings, compel, oꝛ cauſe. o2 other wiſe pꝛocure.oꝛ maintaine any 
Parſon, Gicar, oꝛ other Miniſter in any Cathedꝛall oꝛ Pariſh Church, 
02 in Chappel, oz in any other place, to ſing o2 ſay any Common a open 
p2ayer,o2 to miniſter any Sacrament, other wiſe oꝛ in any other maner 
and fourme then is mentioned in the ſaydBooke , oꝛ that by any of the 
ſayd meanes,tſhall vnlawtully interrupt oꝛ let any Parſon, Uicar, oꝛ o⸗ 
ther miniſter,in any Catgedꝛal oꝛ Pariſh Church, C happel.oꝛ any other 
place, to ſing oꝛ ſay Common and open pꝛaper.oꝛ to min:ſter the Sacra⸗ 
ments, oꝛ any of them, in ſuch maner and foꝛme as is mentioned in the 
ſaydbooke: that then euery ſuch perſon being thereoflawtully conuic⸗ 
ted in fozme afozeſayd, ſhall fozteite to the Queene our Soueraigne 
ady, her heires andſucceſſozs, foꝛ the firſt oftence an hundꝛeth marks. 
nd ik any perſon oz perſons,being once conuict ot any ſuch oſtence, ett⸗ 
ſoones offend againſt any of the laſt recited oſlences, and chall in fozme 
atozeſaid bee thereof lawtuilly conuict: that then the ſameperſon ſo of- 
kending and conuict , ſhall foꝛ the ſecond offence tozteitetothe Queene 
our Soueraigne Lady; her heires a ſucceſſoꝛs, tourehundzeth markes. 
And ik any perſon, after hee in koꝛme atozeſayd, ſhall haue beenetwice 
conuict of any oſtence concerning any of the laſt recitedoffences, ſhall 
offend the third time, and bee thereof in fozme aboueſaydlawfully con- 
Uict : that then eucry perſon ſooffending and conuict, ſhail foꝛ his third 
offence. foꝛteit to our Doueraigne Lady the Nueene, all his goods and 
cattels, and ſhall ſuffer impꝛiſonment during his lite. And if any per⸗ 
ſon 02 perſons, that foꝛ his firſt offence concerning the y:emilles, ſhafl be 
conuict in fozme afozeſayd, doe not pay the ſumme to be payed by vertue 
of his conuiction, in ſuch manner and fozme as the ſame ought to bee 
payd within lire weekes next after his conuiction: that then euery per⸗ 
ſon ſo conuict and ſo not paying the ſame, ſhall fo2 the ſame firſt offence, 
in ſtead ofthe ſayd ſumme, ſuffer impꝛiſonment by the pace of ſixe mo⸗ 
neths, without baile oz mainepziſe. And il anyperſon oz perſons, that 
fo2 his ſecond ollence concerning the pzemilles, ſhall be conuict in foꝛme 
atozeſayd, doe not pay the ſapd ſumme to bee payd by vertue of his => 
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uiction and this eſtatute, in ſuch maner and kozme as the ſame ought 
to bee payed, within lire weekes next after his ſayd ſecond connictton : 
that then euery perſon ſo conuicted and not paying the ſame, ſhall 
fo: the ſame ſecond ollence, in the ſteadof the ſaid ſumme, ſuffer * 
ſonment during twelue moneths, without baile oz mainepziſe. And 
that from and alter the ſaid Feaſt ofthe Natiuity of Saint John Bap⸗ 
tiſt next comming, all andeuery perſon and perſons, inhabiting with: 
in this Realme, oz anꝝ other the Mueenes Maieſties Dominions,ſhall 
diligently and faithfully, hauingnolawfull oz reaſonable excuſe to bee 
abſent, endeuour themſelues to reſoꝛt to theirpariſh Church oz Chap⸗ 
pelt accuſtomed, oꝛ vpon reaſonable let thereof, to ſome vſuall place 
where common pꝛaper and ſuch Seruice ot God ſhall bee vſedinſuch 
time of let, vpon euery Sunday, and other dayes oꝛdeined and vſed 
to be kept as holy dayes: and then and there to abide oꝛderly and ſober⸗ 
ly, during the time ot Common pꝛaper, Pzeachings oz other Seruice 
of God, there to bee vſed and miniftred, vpon paine ol puniſhment by 
the cenſures of the Church: and alſo vpon paine that euer perſon ſo 
offending. ſhallfozfeit foz euery ſuch offence twelue pence, to bee leuied 
by the Churchwardens of the Pariſh, where ſuch offence thall be done, 
to the vſe of the pooze of the tame Parity, of the goods, lands, and tene⸗ 
ments of ſuch offendour, by way of diſtreſſe. And foz due execution 
hereof, the Queenes moſt excellent Maieſtie, the Lozds Tempozall, 
and all the Commons in this pzeſent Parliament alſembled, doeth in 
Gods Nameearneltly require and charge all the Archbichops, Bishops. 
and other Oꝛdinaries, that they ſhallendeuour themſelues to the vt- 
termoſt of their knowledges, that the due and true execution hereof, 
may bee hadthzoughout their Diocefle and charges, as they will an- 
ſwere befoze God, foz ſuch euils and plagues wherewith Almightie 
God may iuſtiy puniſh his people foz n ng his good and whole⸗ 
ſome Law, And foz the authoꝛitie in this behalte, be it further enacted 
by the authozitte afozeſayd, Chat all and ſinguler the ſame Archbt- 
ſhops, Biſhops, and all other their Officers, exerciſing Eccleftaſticall 
iuriſdiction. as well in place exempt as not exempt, within their Dio⸗ 
ceſſe, hall haue full power and authoꝛitie by this Acte, to refozme. coꝛ⸗ 
rect, and puniſh by cenſures ofthe Church, all and ſinguler perſons, 
which chall offend within any their Juriſdictionsoz Dioceſſe, after the 
ſaid Feaſt of the Nattuitie of Saint John Baptift next comming, a⸗

ndit is oꝛdeined and enacted by the authoꝛity aloꝛeſaid, that all and 
euery Juſtices of Dyer a Determiner, o: Juttices of Aſſife,thal haue ful 
power and authoꝛitie ineuery ot their open a generali Seſſions, to en⸗ 


quire, heare, a determine all, and all manerofoffencesÞ ſhalbe commit 
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the limits ofthe Commiſſion to them directed and to make p2ocefle fo2 the 
executionot theſame, as they may doe againſt any perſon being indicted 
befoze them of treſpalle, oz lawfully conuicted thereof, 

Pꝛouided alwayes, and bee it enactedby the authozity afozeſaide, that 
alland euery Archbichop and Biſhop, ſhall oz may at all time and times at 
his libertie andpleaſure, toyne and aſſociate himſelfe, by vertue of this 
Acte, tothe ſaid Juſtices ot Oper a Determiner, oꝛ to the ſaide Juſtices 
of Alliſe, at euer ot the ſaid open and generall Seſſions to bee holden in 
any place within his Dioceſſe, foꝛ and to the enquire, hearing and deter⸗ 
mining of the offences atoꝛeſaid. 

P2ouided alſo, and bee it enactedby the authozity afozeſaid, That the 
bookes concerning the ſaid Deruice, ſhall at the coſtes and charges ofthe 
Pariſhioners ot euer Pariſh and Cathedꝛall Church, bee attapned and 
gotten betozetyeſayd teaſtol the atiuity of Saint John Baptiſt next 
tollowing: and that all ſuch Pariſhes and Cathedꝛall Churches, oꝛ other 
places where the ſaid bookes ſhall be attained and gotten befoze the ſapd 
teaſt ol the atiuityot S. John Baptiſt, ſhall within thꝛee weekes next 
after the ſaid bookes ſo attained and gotten, vſe the layd Seruice, and put 
the ſame in vſe accoꝛding to this Acte. 

And vee it further enacted by the authoꝛity afozeſayd, that no perſon oꝛ 
peꝛſons ſhall be at any time hereatter impeached, oꝛ otherwiſe moleſted,of 
oꝛ toꝛ any ot the ofiences aboue mentioned, hereafter to bee coꝛnmitted oꝛ 
done contrary to this Acte, vnlelle he oꝛ they ſo offending, be thereof indic⸗ 
ted at the next generall Seſltons to bee holden beloꝛe any ſuch Juſtices of 
Oper and Determiner, oꝛ Juſtices of Aſſiſe, next after any offence com⸗ 
mitted oꝛ done, contrary to the tenoꝛ ofthis Acte. 

Pꝛouided alwayes, and bee it oꝛdained and enacted by the authoꝛity a- 
toꝛelaid, that all and lingular Lozds ofthe Parliment,foz the third oltence 
aboue mentioned, ſhall ve tryed bythe Peeres. 

Pꝛouided allo, and be it oꝛdeined and enacted by the authoꝛity afozeſatd, 
that the Maioz of London, and all othez Maioꝛs, Bayliffes, and other 
head officers,ot all. and ſingular Cities, Boꝛoughes and Townes Coꝛpo⸗ 
rate, within this Realme, Wales, and the Marches of the ſame, to the 
which Juſtices ol Alliſe doe not commonly repayꝛe, ſhall haue full power 
and authoꝛity by vertue of this Acte, to enquire, heare, and determine the 
ollences aboueſaid, and euery of them, yeerely within fifteene dayes after 
the feaſts of Caſter and Saint Michael the Archangel, in like maner and 
fozme as Juſtices of Alliſe, and Oper and Determiner may doe. 

Pꝛouided alwayes, and bee it oꝛdeined and enacted by the authozity a⸗ 
fo:eſaid, That all and ũnguler Archbiſhops and Biſhops , and euerp of 
their Chancelloꝛs. Commiſlaries, Archdeacons, and other Oꝛdinaries. 
hauing any peculiar Eccleſiaſticall iuritdicton, ſhal haue full power and 
authoꝛity by vertue of this Act. aſwell to enquire in their Uiſitation , Sy- 
nods, oꝛ elſe where within their turiſdiction, at any other time and place, 
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to take accuſations and inloꝛmations ok all and euery the thinges aboue 
mentioned, done, committed oꝛ perpetrated within the limits ot their iu⸗ 
riſdiction and authoꝛity, and to puniſh the ſame by admoniticen, ex com⸗ 
munication,fequeſtration, oꝛ depꝛiuation, oꝛ other Ceniures and Pꝛoceſ⸗ 
ſes, in like fozme as heretołoꝛe i ath bene vſed in like cales by the Qucenes 
Eccleſiaſticall la wes. | | 
Pꝛouided alwayes, and be it enacted,that whatſceuerperſen effending 
in the pzemiſes , ſhallio2 the firſt offence receive punifnent of the Ozdi- 
nary , hauing a teſtimoniall thereot vnder the ſaid D2dinaries ſeale,ſhall 
not to2 the ſame offence eftſoones bee conuicted befoze the Juſtices: and 
likewiſe, receiuing io2 the ſaid firſt offence puniſhment by the Juſtices, he 
ſhall not foꝛ the ſame oftence eftſoones receiue puniſhment of the O2dina- 
rie : any thing conteined in this Act to the contrary, not withllanding. 
Pꝛouided alwapes.q be it enacted, that ſuch oꝛnaments ot the Church, 
and ol the miniſters thereof, ſhall be reteined, and be in vſe, as was in this 
Church ol England by the authoꝛity of Parliament in the ſecond xeere 
of the reigne of King Edward the lixt , vntill other oꝛder ſhall bee therein 
taken by authozitie of the Queenes Maieſtie, with the aduiſe ofher Com- 
millioners, appointed and authozized vnder the great ſeale of Engiand, 
fo: cauſes Eccleliaſticall, oz ofthe Metropolitane ofthis Realme. Andal⸗ 
ſo that it there ſhailhappen any contempt 02 irreuerence to bee vicdin the 
Ceremonies oꝛ Rites ofthe Church, by the miſuſing ofthe ozdcts appoin- 
ted in this Booke: the Queenes Maieſtie may by the like aduiſe ofthe ſaid 
Commilſſioners,o2 Wetropolitane,ozdaine and publiſh ſuch lurther Cere⸗ 
monies 02 Uites,as may be molt foꝛ the aduancement of Gods giozy, the 
edifying ol his Church, and the due reuerence of Chaiſtes holy myſtericg 
and Sacraments. 2 | 
And be it further enacted by the authozity aloꝛeſaid, that all la wes, ſta⸗ 


tutes and oꝛdinances, wherein oz whereby any other ſeruice, adminiftra- 
tion ot Dacraments, oz Common pꝛaper is limited, eſtabliched, oz ſet 
looꝛth to be vſed within this Realme, oꝛ any other the Queenes 
Domintons and Countreyes, ſhall from henceloꝛth vt- 
terly be voyde, and ol none effect.

and our Countell, that there was no cauſe why any change 
ſhould haue bene at all in that which was moſt umpugned the 
2Booke of Common Pꝛaper, conteining the f92me of the pub- 
like Deruice of God here eſtabliſhed, neither in the doctrine 
Which appeared to be lincere, no2 in the Fozmes and Rites 
which were iuſtified out of the pzactiſe of pP2unittue Church. 
Notwithſtanding we thought meet, Withconſent of the Bi⸗ 
(hops and other learned men there pzelent, That ſome ſmall 
things might rather be explaned then changed, not that the 
ſame might not very well hane bene bozne With by men who 
would haue made a reaſonable conſtructton of them: but foz 
that in a matter concerning the Seruite of God we werenice, 
oꝛ rather ielous, that the publike foꝛme thereof ſhould be free 
not onely from blame, but from ſuſpition, fo as neither the 
common Aduerlarp ſhould haue aduantage to w2eſt ought 
therein conteined, to other ſenſe then the Churchof England 
intendeth , noꝛ any troubleſome oz ignoꝛant perſon of this 
Church bee able to take the leaſt occaſion of cauill againſt it: 
And foꝛ that purpoſe gaue fozth our Commiſſion vnder our 
great Seale of England to the Archbiſhop of Canterbury 
and others, acco2ding to the foꝛme which the Lawes of this 
Kealme in like caſe pzeſcribe to be vſed, to make the ſaid Ex- 
planation, and to cauſe the whole Booke of Common Pꝛaper, 
with the ſameExplanations,to be newly pꝛinted. which being 
now done, and eſtabliſhed a new after ſo ſerious a deliberati⸗ 
on, although we doubt not, but all our Subietts both Mint- 
ſters and others, will receine the lame with luch reuerente as 
appertaineth, and toufoꝛme themlelues thereunto euery man 
in that which him conterneth: Bet haue we thought it netel⸗ 
ſary, to make knowen by Pꝛotlamation our authozizing of 
the ſame, And to require and enioyne all men, alwell Eccleſia- 
ſticall as Tempozall, to confozme themſelues vnto it, and to 
the pzactiſe thereof, as the onely publike foꝛme of ſeruing of 
God, eſtabliſhed and allowed to be in this realme. And the ra- 
ther, foꝛ that all the learned men, who were there pzelent, al- 
well of the Biſhops as others, pꝛomiled their confoꝛmitie in 
the pꝛattile of it, onely making ſuit to vs, that ſome few might 
be boꝛne with koꝛ a time.

A Proclamation for the ; &c. 


Wherefoꝛe we require all Archbiſhops, Bichops, and all o⸗ 
ther publikeMiniſtersaſwelEccleſiaſticalas Ciuil, to do their 
dueties in cauſing the ſame to be obeyed, and in puniſhing the 
offendours attoꝛding to the Lawes of the Realme hereto- 
foze eſtabliſhed, foz the Aathoztzing of the laid Booke of 
Common P2ayer. And wee thinke it alſo neceſſary, that the 
ſatd Archbiſhops, and Biſhops, doe each of them in his P20- 
nince and Dioceſle take ozder, That enery partſh do pꝛocure 
to themſelues within ſuch time as they ſhall thinke good to 
limit, one ofthe ſaid Bookes ſo explained. And laſt of all we 
doe admoniſh all men, that hereafter they ſhall notexpectnoz 
attempt any further alteration in the Common and Publike 
foꝛme of Gods Deruice, from this which is now eſtabliſhed, 
fo2 that neither will we giue day to any to pꝛeſume, that our 
owne Judgement hauing determined in a matter of thts 
weight, halbe ſwayed to Alteration by the friuolous ſuggeſti⸗ 
ons of any light ſpirit : neither are we ignoꝛant of the incon- 
uenientes that do ariſe in Gonernment,by admittinginnoua- 
tion in things once letled by mature deliberation : And how 
neceſſary it is to vle conſtancie inthe vpholdingof the publike 
determinations of States, foꝛ that ſuch is the vnquietneſle

NW time hath not bene corrupted :as among other og: 


originall and ground whereof, ifa man would ſearch 
out by the ancient Fathers, he ſhall find that the ſame was not ordeined 
but of a good purpoſe, and for a great aduancement of godlineſſe. For 
they ſo ordered the matter, that all the whole Bible (or the greateſt part 
thereof) ſhould be read ouer once euery yeere, intending thereby that 
the Cleargy, and eſpecially ſuchas were Miniſters of the Congregation, 

ſhould (by often reading and meditation of Gods word) be ſtirred vp to 
godlineſſe themſelues, and be more able to exhort other by wholeſome 


doctrine, and to confute them that were aduerſaries to the trueth. And 


further, that the people (by dayly hearing of holy Scripture read in the 
Church) ſhould continually —_ more and more in the knowledge of 
God, and be the more inflamed with the loue of his true religion. Bur 
theſe many yeeres paſled, this gadly and decent order of the ancient Fa- 
thers hath heene ſo altered, broken, and neglected, by planting in vncer- 
taine Stories, Legends, Reſponds, Verſes, vaine repetitions, Comme- 
morations, and Synodals, that commonly when any booke of the Bible 
was begun, before three or foure Chapters were read out, all the reſt were 
vnread. And in this fort the booke of Eſai was begurrin Aduent, and the 
booke of Geneſis in Septuageſima: but they were onely begun, and ne- 
uer read through. After like fart wvere other books of holy Scripture vſed. 
And moreouer, whereas Saint Paul would haue ſuch language ſpoken 
to the people in the Church, as they might vnderſtand, and haue profite 
by hearing the ſame: the ſeruice in this Church of England theſe many 
yeeres, hath bene read in Latine to the people, which they vnderſtood 


not: ſo that they haue heard with their cares onely, and their heart ſpirit, 


and minde haue not beene cdified thereby. And furthermore, notwith- 
ſtanding that the ancient Fathers haue divided the Plalmes into ſeuen 
portions, whereof euery one was called a Nocturne: now of late time a 
few of them haue beene dayly faid, and oft repeated, and the reſt vtterly 
omitted. Morcouer,the number and hardnefle af the rules called the Pie, 
and the manifolde changings of the Seruice, was the cauſe, that to turne 
the booke only was ſo hard and intricate a matter, that many times there

was more buſineſſe? to finde out what ſhiould be read then to reade it 


when it was found out. | ;

- Theſe inconucniences thereforetonſidered, here is ſet forth ſuch an 
order, whereby the ſame ſhalbe redreſſed. And fora readineſſe in this 
matter, here is drawen out a Kalender for that purpoſe, which is plaine 
and caſie to be vnderſtanded, wherein (ſo muchas may be) the reading 
of holy Scriptures is ſo ſer forth, and all things ſhall be done in order, 
without breaking one piece from another. For this cauſe be cut off An- 
themes, Reſponds, Inuitatories, and ſuch like things as did breake the 


continuall courſe of the reading of the Scripture. Yet becauſe there is no 


remedy, but that of neceſſity there muſt be ſome rules: therefore certaine 
rules are here ſer forth, which as they be few in number, ſo they be plaine 
and eaſie to be vnderſtanded. So that here you haue an order for prayer 
(as touching the reading of holy Scripture) much agreeable to the mind 


aad purpoſe of the old Fathers, and agreat deale more profitable and 


commodious then that which of late was vſed. It is more profitable, be- 
cauſe here are left out many things, whereof ſome be vntrue, ſome vncer- 
taine, ſome vaine and ſuperſtitious, and is ordained nothing to be read, 
but the very pure word of God, the holy Scriptures, or that wich is eui- 
dently grounded vpon the ſame, and 85 in ſucha language and order, 
as is moſt caſie and plaine for the vnderſtanding both of the readers and 
hearers. It is alſo more commodious, both for the ſhortneſſe thereof, and 
for the plainneſſe of the order, and for that the rules bee few and caſe. 
Furthermore, by this order the Curates ſhall need none other bookes for 
their publike ſeruice, but this Booke and the Bible. By the meanes where- 
of, the people ſhall not be at ſo great charges for bookes, as in times paſt 
they haue beene. 5 
And where heretofore there hath beene great diuerſity in ſaying, and 
ſinging in Churches within this Realme, ſome following Salisbury 
vle, lome Hereford vic, and ſome the vſe of Bangor, ſome of Yorke, ſome 
of Lincolne: Now from henceforth all the whole realme ſhall haue but 
one vic. And if any will iudge this way more painefull, becauſe that all 
things muſt be read vpon the booke, whereas before, by the reaſon of ſo 
often repetition they could ſay many things by heart: if thoſe men will 
weigh their labour, with the profit and knowledge which daily they ſnal 
obtaine by reading vponthe e ae will not refuſe the paine, in con- 
ſiderationof the great profit that ſhall enſue thereof.

And beſides this. Chꝛiſts Goſpels not a ceremoniall law (as much of Mo⸗ 
ſes la w was) but it is a Religion to ſerue God. not in bondage ot the figure oꝛ 
dado w. but in the treedome of the ſpirit, being content only with thole cere⸗ 
monies which do ſerue to a decent o2der,andgodiy diſcipline, a ſuch as bee apt 
to tir vp the dull mind ormanto the remembꝛance ot his duetyto God, by ſome 
notable and ſpeciall ſign.fication, whereby he might be ediſikd. : 

Furthermoze,the moſt weighty cauſe ofthe avolihment of certaine ceremo⸗ 
nies was, that they were ſo far abuſed, partly by the ſuperſtitious blindnesof 
the rude and vnlearned,and partly by the vncatiavle auarice ofſuch as ſought 
moꝛe their owne lucre. then the gloꝛy of God, that the abuſes could not well be 
taken away,the thing remaining ſtill. = ut now as concerning thoſe perſons, 
which peraduenture wilbe offended, fo2 that ſome of the old ceremonies arere- 
teined Will: ii they conlider. that without ſome ceremonies it is not poſſible to 
keepe any oꝛder, oꝛ quiet diſcipline in the Church. they ſhalleafily perceiue iuſt 
cauſeto retoꝛme their Judgments, And it they thinke much that any ofthe old 
do remaine. and would rather haue all deuiſed anew:then ſuch men granting 
ſome ceremonies conuenient to be had, ſurely where the old may be well vſzd, 
there they cannot reaſonably repꝛooue the old, only toꝛ their age , without be- 
wꝛaping of their owne folly. Foz in ſuch a caſe,they ought rather to haue reue⸗ 
rence vnto them to2 their antiquity; ifthey will declare themtelues to be moꝛe 
ſtudious ot vnity and concoꝛd. then of innouations andnewfangienes, which 
(as much as map be, with the true letting foꝛth ol Chꝛiſts religion) is alwayes 
to be eĩche wed. Furthermoze, ſuch ſhall haue no iuſt caute w ththe ceremonies 
reſerued to be offended, Foꝛ as thoſe be taken away which were mott abuſed, 
and did burden mens conſciences without any cauſe:ſo the other that remaine 
are retamed koꝛ a diſcipline and ozder, which ( vpon tuſt cauſes) maybe altered 
and changed. and thertoze are not be eſteemed equall with Gods Law. And 
moꝛeouer they be neither dark noꝛ dumbe ceremonteg. but are ſo ſet foꝛth that 
euery man may vnderſtand what they doe meane. a to what vſe they do ſerue. 
So that it is not line. that they in time to come. ſhould be abuſed as other haue 
bene. And in theſe our doings we condemne no ot ger nations. noꝛ pꝛeſcribe a- 

ny thing. but to our owne people only. Foꝛ wethinke it conuenient.that euery 
countrey ſhould vſe ſuch ceremonies, as they ſhal thinke belt to p letting foꝛth 
ol Gods honour and gloꝛy, and to the reducing of the people to à moſt perfect 
and godly liuing. without errour oꝛ ſuperſtit on: And that they ſhould put a⸗ 
way other things, which from time to time they perceiue to be moſt abuſed,as 
in mens oꝛdinances it often chanceth diuerſly, in diuers countreys.

When Jeſus vnderſtoode that, he ſayde vntothem , why 
trouble ye thewoman? foꝛ ſhe hath wꝛought a good woozke 
vpon me. Fo2 ye haue the pooze alwapes with pon, but me 
pe ſhall not haue alwayes . And in that ſhehath caſt = 
opntinent on my body, ſhedyd it to burie me. Ueryly J ſay 
vnto you, Whereloeuer this Goſpel ſhalbe pꝛeached in all 
the wozlde, there ſhal alſo this be tolde that ſhe hath doone, 
fo: a memoꝛial ot her. Then one of the twelne (Whiche was 
called Judas Iſtariot) went vnto the chiefe Pzteſtes, and 
ſayde vnto them, vohat wyl ye geue me, and J Wyll deliner 
him vnto you : And they appoynted vnto him thirtie 
peecesoffiluer. And from that time fooꝛth, he ſought opoz- 
tunitie to betray him. The firſt day of ſweete bzead, the Di⸗ 
ſciples came to Jeſus ſaying to him, where wylt thou that 
we pꝛepare foꝛ thee to eate the Paſſeouer « And he ſaide,Goe 
into the titie to ſuthe a man, and ſay vnto him, The maiſter 
ſayth, My time is at hande, Þ wil keepe my Eaſter by thee 
with my Diſciples . And the Dilciples dyd as Jeſus had ap⸗ 
pointed them, and they made redie the Paſſeouer. when 
the euen was tome, he late downe with the twelne,and as 
they did eate, he ſalde, Ueryly Jſay vnto you, that one of 
vou ſhali betray me . And they were exceeding loꝛowfull, 
and beganne euery one ot them to ſay vnto him, Loꝛde is it 
I: he anſweared, and ſaide , He that dippeth his hande 
With me in the diſhe, the lame ſhal betray me. The ſonne 
ok man truelp goeth as it is wzitten of him: but woe vnto 
that man dy whomthe ſonne of man is betrayed, it had ben 
good fo: that man yt he had not been bone. Then Judas 
whiche betrayed him, anſweared, and ſaide , Maiſter, is it 
I: he laide vnto him , Thou haſt ſaide . And when they 
were eating, Jeſus tooke bꝛead, and when he hadde geuen 
thankes, he bꝛake it, and gaue it to the Dilciples , and ſalde, 
Take, eate , this is my body. And he tooke the cuppe, and 
thanked, and gaue it to them, ſaying , Dꝛynne ve ali ot 


this: 
Foꝛ this is my blood, Whiche is of the newe Teſtament, that 


is ſhed fo2 many foꝛ the remiſſion ol ſynnes. But J ſay vn- 
to you , J wyll not dzynke hencefoozth of this fruite ofthe

vou in my fathers kingdome . And when they had ſaide 
grace, they went out bntomount Oliuete. Then ſaide Je- 
ſus vnto them, All ye ſhalbe offended becauſe of me this 
night. Foꝛ it is waitten, J wyll mite the ſhephearde, and: 
the cheepe of the flocke ſhalbe ſcattered abzoade : But after 
Jam ryſen againe, I wyl goe befoꝛe you into Galilee. Peter 
anſweared, and ſaide vnto him, Though all men be offen- 
ded betauſe ol thee, yet wyl J not be offended. Jeſus ſaide 
vnto him, Uerply J ſay vnto thee, that in this lame nyght 
befoze the Cocke crowe , thou ſhalt denie me thꝛyſe. Peter 
ſaide vnto him, Yea though J ſhoulde dye with thee, yet 
wyll J not denie thee . Likewyſe alſo ſatde al the Diſciples, 
Then came Jeſus with them vnto a Farme place (Whiche 
is called Gerhſemane,)and ſaid vnto the Dilciples, Sit pe here 
whyle J goe and pꝛay ponder. And he tooke with him Peter 
and the two ſonnes of Zebedee, and began to ware ſoꝛow⸗ 
full and heaute , Then ſaide Jeſus vnto them, My loule is 
heaute euen vnto the death. Tarrie ye here and watche with 
me. And he went a litle farther, and fell flatte on his face, 
and pꝛayed ſaypeing, O mp father, pkit be poſſible, let this 
cuppe paſſe from me: Neuertheleſle, not as J wyll, but as 
thou wylt. And he came vnto the Dilciples, and founde- 
them a ſleepe, and ſaide vnto Peter, What, coulde pe not 
watche with me one houre? Watche and pꝛay, that ye enter 
not into temptation : the ſpirite is wylling, but the fleſhe 
is weake. He went away once agayne , and pꝛaped, ſapeing, 
© my father, yk this cuppe may not paſſe wayfrom me,er- 
cept I dꝛinke ofit, thy wyll be fulftlled . And he tame and 
founde them a ſleepe agayne, foꝛ their eyes were heauie. And 
heleft them , and went agayne , and pzayed the thirde 
time, ſapeing the ſame wooꝛdes. Then tommeth he to his 
Dilciples,and ſaide vnto them, Sleepe on nowe , and take 
pour reſt. Behold, the houre is at hand, and the ſonne of man 
is betrayed into the handes ol ſinners . Ryſe, let vs be goe- 
ing, beholde he is at hande that dooth betraye me. wWhyle he 
yet ſpake, loe Judas one of the number ol the twelue tame, 
and with him à great multitude with \woozdes and ſtaues, 
lent from the chieke Pꝛieſtes and elders ol the people. * 
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that betrayed hym gane them a token, ſaying, Whomſo⸗ 
euer I kyſſe, the ſame is he, holde him faſte. And fooꝛthwith 
he tame to Jeſus, and ſayd, Hayle maiſter, and kyſſed him. 
And Jeſus ſayd vnto him, Freend, wherfoze art thou come: 
Then came they and layde handes on Jeſus, and tooke him: 
and beholde, one of them whiche were with Jeſus,ſtretched 
out his hande, and dꝛewe his ſwooꝛde, and ſtroke a ſeruaunt 
ofthe hygh Pꝛieſte, and ſmote ol his eare. Then ſayd Jelus 
vnto him, Put vp thy ſwooꝛde into the ſheath : foꝛ all they 
that take the (Woozde, ſhal periſhe with the ſwooꝛde. Thin- 
keſt thou that I can notnowe pꝛay to my father, and he ſhal 
geue me euen now moꝛe then twelue legions of angels: Wut 
how then ſhal the ſcripture be fulfylled: Foꝛ thus mult it be. 
In that ſame houre laid Jeſus to the multitude, Ye become 
out as it were to a theefe with ſwooꝛdes and ſtaues foꝛ to 
take me, J late dayly with vou teaching in the temple, and 
pe tooke me not. But al this is doone that the ſcriptures of 
the Pꝛophetes might be fulfylled. Then al the diſciples foꝛ⸗ 
ſooke hym, and fledde. And they tooke Jelus, and led hym 
to Cataphas the High Pꝛieſt, where the Scribes and the El⸗ 
ders were aſſembled. But Peter folowed hym a farre of, 
vnto the high Pztelſtes palate, and went in and ſate with the 
ſeruauntes to ſee the ende. The cheele Pꝛieſtes and Elders, 
and al the tounlel, ſought falſe witneſſe agaynſt Jeſus ( oꝛ to 
put him to death) but founde none: yea, when many falle 
Witneſſes came , vet founde they none. At the laſt came two 
falſe witneſſes, and ſayde, This felowe ſayde, J am able 
to deſtroy the temple of GOD, and to buylde it agayne in 
thꝛee dayes. And the cheefe Pꝛieſt aroſe, and ſayde vnto 
him, Anlweareſt thou nothing! why doo thele beare wit- 
neſſe agaynſt thee « But Jeſus helde Hts peace. And the 
cheefe Pꝛieſt anlweared, and ſayde vnto hym, I chargethee 
by the lyuyng God that thou tel vs whether thou be Chꝛiſte 
the ſonne of God: Jeſus ſayde vnto hym, Thou haſt ſapde. 
Nenertheleſle J lay vnto you, hereafter ſhal pe ſee the ſonne 
ol man ſitting on the ryght hande of power, and commyng 
in the cloudes of the ſkye. Then the high Pzteſt rent his clo- 
thes, ſaying, He hath ſpoken * „What neede * — 
| | J 
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any moꝛe witneſſes : Beholde,now ye haue hearde his blal 
phemie, what thinke ye: They anlweared, andſayd, He is 
Wooꝛthie to dye. Then did they ſpit in his face, and buffeted 
hym with fyſtes . And other ſmote hym on the face with 
the paulme of their handes, ſaying, Tel vs thou Chailte, 
whois he that ſmote thee {Peter late without in the Court, 
and a Damoſel tame to hym, ſaying, Thou alſo waſt with 
Jeſus of Galilee. But he denied befoze them all, ſaying, J 
Wote not what thou lapeſt. When he was gonne out into 
the Poꝛche, another wenche ſawe hym, and ſayd vnto them 
that were there, This felowe was alſo with Jeſus of Na- 
3areth. And agayne he denyed with an othe, ſapeing, J doo 
not knowe the man, After a whyle came vntohimthey that 
ſtoode by, and ſayde vnto Peter, Surely thou art euen one of 
them, fo: thy ſpeache bewzayeth thee. Then beganne he to 
curſe and to\ſWeare that he knelve not the man. And imme⸗ 
dtatly the Cocke crewe, And Peter remembꝛed the wooꝛde 
of Jeſu, which ſayd vnto him, Befoꝛe the Cocke trowe, thou 
ſhalt deme me thꝛile: And he went out, and wept bitterly, 
When the moꝛnyng was tome, all the cheefe Pzieſtes and 
Elders of the people helde a counſayle agaynſt Jeſus, to put 
him to death,andbzought him bounde , and delyuered hym 
vnto Pontius Pilate the deputie. Then Judas(Whiche had 
betrayed hym)ſecingthat he was condemned.repented him 
ſelfe, and bzought agayne the thyꝛtie plates of ſpluer to the 
cheefe Pꝛieſtes and Elders, ſaying, J haue ſinned, betraying 
the innocent blood. And they ſayde, What is that to vs: See 
thou to that. And he taſte downe the ſpluer plates in the 
temple, and departed, and went and hanged hym elfe. And 
the cheeke Paeſtes toke the ſyluer plates, and ſayd, It is not 
lawful fo:to put them into the treaſurie , becauſe it is the 
pꝛite of blood, And they tooke counſayle, and bought with 
them a Potters feelde to burye ſtrangers in. Wherefoze the 
feelde is talled Acheldema, that is, The feelde of blood, vntyll 
this day. Then was fulfylled that whiche was ſpoken by 
Jeremie the Pꝛophete, ſaying, And they tooke thirtte ſpluer 
plates, the pꝛite ofhim that was valued, whom they bought 
of the childze ol Ylrael, and gaue them foz the Potters feeld, 
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as the Loꝛd appoynted me. Jeſus ſtoode befoze the deputte, 
and the deputie aſked him,ſaying, Art thon the kyng of the 
Jewes: Jeſus ſayde vnto him,Thouſayeſt, And when he 
was acculed of the cheefe Pꝛieſtes and Elders. he anſweared 
nothyng . Thenſayde Pilate vnto hym, Heareſt thou not 
howe many Witneſſes they lay agaypnſt thee⸗ And he aun- 
ſweared hym to neuer a wooꝛde, inſomuche that the deputie 
maruepled greatly. At that feaſt the deputie was woont to 
deliuer vnto the people a pꝛyſoner, whom they would deſpꝛe. 
He had then a notable pꝛyſoner called Barabbas.Lherefoze 
when they were geathered togeather, Pilate ſapd, whether 
Wyll pe that J geue looſe vnto you Barabbas, oꝛ Jeſus 
Whiche is called Chꝛiſt: Foꝛ he knewe that foꝛ enuie they had 
delyuered hym. When he was ſet downe to geue iudgement, 
bis wyfe lent vnto hym, ſaying, Haue thou nothing to doo 
with that iuſt man, foꝛ I haue ſuffered this day many thyn- 
ges in my ſleepe becauſe of hym. But the cheefe pꝛieſtes and 
Elders perſwaded the people that they ſhoulde aſke Barab- 
bas, and deſtroy Jeſus , The deputie anſweared, and 
ſayde vnto them, Whether of the twayne wyll pe that Jlet 
looſe vnto pou: They ſayde, Barabbas. Pilate ſayde vnto 
them, What ſhall I doo then with Jeſus whiche is called 
Chaiſte: They al ſapde vnto hym, Let him be crucified. The 
deputie ſayd, hat euyl hath he done: But they cryed moꝛe, 
ſaying, Let him be crucified . When Pilate ſawe that he 
could pꝛeuayle nothing, but that moze buſpneſſe was made, 
he tooke water, and waſhedhts hands befoze the people,ſay- 
ing, Jam innocent ofthe blood of this iuſt perſon, ſee ye. 
Then anlweared al the people, andſayde, His blood be on 
vs, and on our childzen. Then let he Barabbas looſe vnto 
them, and ſcourged Jeſus,and delinered him to be crucified. 
Then the ſouldiers ofthe deputie tooke Jeſus into the com- 
mon Hall, and geathered vnto him all the compantie , and 
they ſtripped him, and put on him a purple robe, and platted 
acrowne of thoꝛnes, and put it vpon his head, and a reede in 
his right hande, and bowed the knee betoꝛe hym , and moc- 
ked him, ſaying, Bayle kyng ol the Jewes. And when they 
had ſpit vpon hym, they tooke the mw and mote Dems 
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the head, and after that they had mocked him they tooke the 
robe of hym agayne, and put his owne rayment on him, and 
led him away, to trutifie him. And as they came out, they 
found a man of Cyꝛene named Simon) him they compelled 
to beare his croſſe. And they tame vnto the place whiche is 
called Golgotha, (that is to ſap, aà plate of dead mens ſkulles) 
and gaue hym vineger myngled with gal to dzinke, # when 
he had taſted thereof, he woulde not dꝛinke. When they had 
crucified him, they parted his garmentes, and did caſt lottes, 
that it might be fulfylled which was ſpoken by the pꝛophet, 
They parted my garmentes among them, and vpon my ve- 
ſture did they taſt lottes. And they ſate & watched him there, 
and ſet vp ouer his head the cauſe ol his death wꝛitten, This 
is Jeſus the kyng of the Jewes . Then were there two 
theeues crucified with him, one on the right hande,and ano- 
ther on the left. They that paſſed by, reuiled him, wagging 
their heades, and ſaying, Thou thatdeſtroyedſt the temple 
of God, and dyddeſt buylde it in thꝛee dayes, laue thee leite: 
pf thou be the ſonne of God, come downe from the croſſe. 
Like wiſe alſo the high Pꝛieſtes mocking him, with» Scrt- 
bes and Elders, ſayde, He ſaued other, him ſelke he can not 
ſaue. t he be the kyng ol Jſrael, let him nowe tome downe 
from the croſſe, and we wyll beleeue him. He truſted in God, 
let him deliver him nowe pf he wyl haue him. Foꝛ he ſayde, 
J am the ſonne ot God. The theeues allo whiche were cru- 
cified with him, taſt v ſame in his teeth. From the ſixt houre 
was there darkneſſe ouer al the land, vntil the nienth houre. 
And about the nienth houre, Jeſus tryed with aloud voyce, 
ſaying, Eli. Eli, la maſabachthani, that is to ſay, My God, My God, 
why haſt thou foꝛſaken me: Some ot them that ſtood there, 
when they hearde that, ſayde, This man calleth foz Elias, 
And ſtraightway one of them ranne and tooke a ſpunge, and 
when he had fylled it ful of vineger, he put it on a reede, and 
gaue hym to dꝛinke. Other layde, Let be, let vs ſee whether 
Elias wyl tome and delyuer him. Jeſus, when he had tryed 


the vayle ofthe temple did rent in two partes, from the top 
to the bottome, and the earth did quake, and the ſtones rent, 
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agayne with aloud voyte, veelded vp the ghoſt: and behold, 
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and graues did open, c many bodyes of ſaintes whiche ſlept, 
aroſe and went out ofthe graues after his reſurrection, and 
tame into the hoip titie, and appeared vnto many. When the 
Centurion, and they that were with hym watching Jeſus, 
ſawe the earthquake, and thoſe thinges whiche happened, 
they feared greatly, ſaying, Truely this was the ſonne of 
God. And many women were there (beholding him a farre 
of) whiche folowed Jeſus from Galilee, miniſtring vnto 
him, among Which was Marie Magdalen, and Marte the 


mother of James and Joſes, and the mother of Zebedees

to the multitude of his louing kyndneſle. Foz he ſayd, Theſe 
no doubt are my people, and no ſhꝛynking chyldꝛen, and fo he 
was theyꝛ ſautour. In their troubles, he was allo troubled 
with them, and the angel that went fozth from his pzeſence 
delyuered them. Of very loue and kyndneſſe that he had 
vnto them, he redeemed them. He hath boꝛne them, and car- 
ryed them vp euer ſinte the woꝛld began. But after they pꝛo⸗ 
uoked him to wꝛath. and vexed his holy minde, he was their 
enimie,and fought agaynſt them hym ſelfe. Bet remembꝛed 
Ilrael the olde time of Moſes and his people. ſaying, where

O Lozd, where- 
koꝛe haſt thou ledde vs out ofthe way: Wherefoꝛe haſt thou 
hardened our hartes that we feare thee not! Be at one with 
vs agayne foꝛ thy ſeruauntes ſake, and foꝛ the generation ot 
thine heritage. Thy people haue had but a litle of thy ſanctu- 
arie in poſleſſion, foꝛ our enimies haue troden downe the ho⸗ 
ly place. And we Were thine from the beginning, when thou 
Walt not their Lozd,foz they haue not called vpon thy name.

b KIND Fſthe houſe of Simon the leper, euen 
abe late at meate, there tame a 
woman hauing an Alabaſter boxe 

of oyntment called Narde, that was pure and coſtly, and ſhe 
bꝛake the boxe, and polbꝛed it vppon his head. And there 
were ſome that were not content within them ſelues, and 
ſayd, Mhat needed this waſte of oyntment: foꝛ it might haue 
ben lold foꝛ moꝛe then thꝛee Hundzed pence , and haue been 
geuen to the pooꝛe. And they grudged agaynſt her. And Je⸗ 
ſus ſaid, Let her alone, why trouble pe her: She hath done 
a good wooꝛke on me, foꝛ he haue pooꝛe with you alwayes, 
and when ſo euer pe wyll, ve may doo them good: but me 
haue pe not alwayes, She hath doone that ſhe coulde, ſhe 
tame afoꝛehande to annoynt my body to the burying. Uery- 
ly J ſay vnto vou, Whereſoeuer this Goſpel ſhalbe pꝛeached 
thꝛoughout the whole woꝛlde, this allo that ſhe hath doone, 
ſhalbe rehearſed in remembꝛaunte ofher . And Judas Jl⸗ 
cariot (one of the twelue ) went away vnto the hygh paieſtes, 
to betray him vnto them. When they heard that, they were 
glad, and pꝛomiled that they woulde geue hym money. And 
he ſought howe he might tonueniently betray hym. And the 
kyꝛſt day of ſweete bꝛead (When they offered the Paſſeouer) 
his diſciples ſayde vnto hym, Where wylt thouthat we goe 
and pꝛepare that thou mapeſt eate y Paſſeouer: And he ſent 
fooꝛth two of his diſciples, and ſayde vnto them, Goe ye into 
the citie , and there ſhall meete you a man bearing a Pitcher 
of water, folowe hym. And whyther lo euer he goeth in ſay 
pe vnto the good man of the houſe , The maiſter ſayth, 
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ner with my diſciples: And he wyl ſhewe you a great Par- 
lour paued and pꝛepared, there make redy foꝛ vs. And his 
diſciples went foozth, and tame into the citie, and founde as 
he had ſayde vnto them, and they made redy the Paſſeouer. 
And when it was nowe euentide, he tame with the twelue: 
and as they late at booꝛde, and did eate, Jeſus ſayde, Uery- 
ly J ſay vnto pou, one of pou( that eateth with me) (hall be- 
tray me. And they began to be ſozy, and to ſay to him one by 
one, Is it I: Another ſapde, Is it I: He anlweared and 
ſapde vnto them, It is one ofthe twelue, euen he that dyp⸗ 
peth with me in the platter. The lonne of man truely goeth 
as it is wꝛitten of him: but woe vnto that man by whom the 
ſonne of man is betrayed. Good were it foz that man yk he 
had neuer ben boꝛne. And as they did eate, Jeſus toke bzead, 
and when he had geuen thankes, he bzake it, and gaue to 
them, and ſayde, Take, eate, this is my body. And he tooke 
the tup, and when he had geuen thankes, he toke it to them, 
and they al dꝛanke of it, and he ſayde vnto them, This is my 
blood ofthe newe Teſtament, whiche is ſhed foꝛ many, Ue- 
ryly J ſay vnto you, J wyl dꝛynke no moze of the fruite ol: 
the vine, vntyl that dap that Þ dꝛynke it newe in the kyng 
dome of God. And when they had ſayd grace, they went out 
to the mount Oliuete. And Jeſus ſayth vnto them, All ys 
halbe offended becauſe of me this night. Foꝛ it ts Witten, 
wyl ſmite the Shepheard, and the ſheepe ſhalbe ſcattered; 
but after that Þ am ryſen agapne, wil goe into Galilee 

foꝛe pou.eter ſayd vnto hym, And though al men be offen- 
ded, yet wyll not J. And Jeſus ſayth vnto hym, Ueryly Y 
ſay vnto thee, that this day, euen in this nyght, befoze the 
Cocke crowe twyſe, thou ſhalt denie me th:ee tymes , But 
he ſpake moze vehemently, No, yf I ſhoulde dye with thee, 
I wyllnot denye thee. LykeWyſe alſo ſayde they all . And 
they came into a place whiche was named Gethſemane, and he 
layd to his dilcipies, Sit pe here, while I goe aſide and pꝛay. 
And he taketh with him Peter, and James, and John, and 
began to ware abaſhed, and to be in an agonte,andſayd vnto 
them, My ſoule is heauie euen vnto the death, tarrie ye here 
and watch. And he went foꝛth a litle, e fel do wne flat on the 
ground, 
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groande , and pꝛaped that pk it were poſſible the houre 
myght-paſſe from hym. And he ſayde, Abba, kather, al thyn⸗ 
ges are poſſible vnto thee, take away this cuppe from me: 
Neuertheleſſe, not as I Wyl, but that thou wylt, be doone. 
And he came and founde them ſleepyng, and ſapth to Peter, 
Simon, ſleepeſt thou: Couldeſt not thou watche one houre⸗ 
Watche and p2ay, leſt pe enter into temptation: the ſpirite 
truely is redy, but the fleſhe is Weake . And agayne he 
went aſyde and pꝛaped, and ſpake the ſame wozdes. And he 
returned, and founde them a fleepe agapne, foꝛ they: eyes 
were heauye , neyther wyſte they what to aunſweare hym. 
And he tame the thyꝛde tyme, and ſayde vnto them, Sleepe 
hencefozth and take pour eale, it is yenough . The houre is 
come, beholde, the ſonne of man is betraped into the handes 
ol ſynners.Ryle vp, let vs goe, loe he that betrayeth me is at 
hande. And immediatly whyle he yet ſpake, commeth Ju⸗ 
das (whiche was one of the twelne) and with hym a great 
number ol people with ſwooꝛdes and ſtaues, from the hygh 
Pꝛieſtes, and Scribes, and Elders. And he that betrayed 
hym, had geuen them a generall token, ſayeing, Whoſoeuer 
IJ doo kyſle, the ſame is he, take and leade hym away ware- 
ly. And as ſoone as he was come , he goeth ſtrayghtway to 
hym, and ſayth vnto hym, Maiſter, Maiſter , and kyſſed 
bym. And they layed their handes on hym, aud tooke hym, 
And one of them that ſtoode by, dꝛewe out a ſwooꝛde, and 
ſmote a ſeruant of the hygh Pateſtes, and cut of his eare. And 
Jeſus aunſweared, and layde vnto them, Ye be come out as 
vnto a theefe with ſwoozdes and ſtaues foꝛ to take me. JÞ 
was dayly with you in the temple teaching, and ye tooke me 
not: But theſe thynges come to paſſe, that the ſcripture 
Chould be fulfilled. And they all toꝛſooke hym, and ran away. 
And there folowed hym a certayne young man, clothed in 
lynnen vpon the bare, and the young men taught hym, and 
he lefte his lynnen garment, and fledde from them naked. 
And they led Jeſus away to the hygh Pꝛieſte of al, and with 
bym came all the hygh Pꝛieſtes, and the Elders, and the 
Dcribes . And Peter folowed hym a great way of (euen 
tyl he was come into the Pallate of thehygh „3 ye

ſate with the ſeruantes, aud warmed hym ſelfe at the fyze. 
And the hygh Pꝛieſtes and al the counſel ſought foꝛ witneſſe 
agaynſt I to put hym to death, and founde none: foꝛ ma⸗ 
ny bare falſe witneſſe agaynſt him, but theyꝛ witneſſes agre- 
ed not togeather. And there aroſe certayne,and bzonght falſe 
witneſſe agaynlt hym, ſaying , we hearde hym lay. J wyll 
deſtroy this temple that is made With handes , and Within 
thꝛee dayes J Wyll buylde another made without handes: 
But yet they? witneſſes agreed not togeather. And the high 
zteſte ſtoode vp among them and aſked Jeſus, ſaying, An- 
weareſt thou nothyng: How is it that theſe beare witneſſe 
agaynſt thee: But he helde his peace, andaunſweared no- 
thyng. Agayne the hygh Patelte aſked hym, and ſayde vnto 
hym , Art thou Chatlte the ſonne of the bleſſed: And Pelus 
ſapde, J am, and ye ſhall ſee the ſonne of man ſyttyng on the 
ryght hande ol power, and commpng in the clondes ok hea⸗ 
uen. Thenthe byob Pꝛieſt rent his clothes and ſayde , what 
neede we ok any further witneſſes? Be haue hearde blaſphe- 
mie, what thinne pe And they all condemned hym tobe woz- 
thte of death. And ſome beganne to ſpit at hym, and to co- 
uer his fate, and to beate hym with fyſtes, and to ſap vnto 
hym, Areede: and the ſeruauntes buffeted him on the face. 
And as Peter was beneath in the Palace, there tame one ot 
the wenthes of the hygh Pꝛieſte, and when ſhe lawe Peter 
warmyng hym ſelfe, ſhe looked on him, and ſayde, waſt not 
thou alſo with Jeſus of Paʒareth: And he denyed, ſaying, 
J know him not, neyther wote J what thou ſayeſt.And he 
went out into the Poꝛche, and the Cocke crewe, anda damo⸗ 
ſel (when ſhe ſawe him) beganne agayne to ſay to them that 
ſtoode by, This is one ot them. And he denped it againe. And 
anone after, they that ſtoode by, ſayde agapne vnto Peter, 
Surelp thou art one ot them, fo: thou art of Galũee, and thy 

each agreeth thereto. But he began to curſe and to ſweare, 
laying * knowe not this man of whom pe ſpeake. And a⸗

gayne the Cocke crewe. And Peter remembzed the wooꝛde 
o_ elushad (aide vnto him, Befoꝛe the Cocke crow twiſe, 


alt denye me thzee tymes: And he began to weepe. 
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He Loꝛd God hath opened mine eare, ther⸗ ga. 
foze can I not ſay nay, neyther withdzawe 
my ſelfe:but J offer my backe vnto the ſmy- 
4 ters, and my cheekes vnto the nyppers. J 
PI 4 turne not my face from ſhame and ſpittyng, 
SPC KY and the Lozde God ſhall helpe me, therfoze 
——* ſhall I not be confounded. I haue hardned 
my face lyke a flynt ſtone, foꝛ I am ſure that I ſhal not come 
to confuſion . He is at hande that tuſtifyeth me: u8ho wyll 
then goe to law with me: Let vs ſtand one agaynſt another. 
there be any that wyll reaſon with me, let him come here 
doꝛth to me. Beholde the Lozde God ſtandeth by me: what 
is he then that tan tondemne me: Toe, they ſhalbe lyke as 
an olde cloth, the moth ſhall eate them vp. Therkoꝛe who 
ſo feareth the Loꝛde among you , let hym heare the voyte of 
his ſeruant. Who ſo walketh in darkneſſe, and no lyght ſhy- 
neth vpon him let him put his truſt in the name ofthe Lozd, 
and holde hym vp by his God. But take heede, ye al kyndle a 
fy:e ofthe Wꝛath of GOD, and ſtyꝛre vp the coales. Walke 
on inthe gliſteryng ol pour owne kyꝛe, and in the toales that 
ve haue kyndled. This commeth vnto you from my hande, 
namely that ye ſhal leepe in ſozowe, 
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A Danone inthe dawnyng, the Hygh Marke. xy; 
Piieſtes helde a counſayle with the El- 
ders, andthe Scribes, and the whole 

congregation, and bounde Jeſus, and

Pilate. . And Pilate aſked hym , Art 

thou the kyng of the Jewes:And he

anſweared x fade to him, Thou ſapeſt 


: tt. And the high Pꝛieſtes accuſed him of 
many thynges. SoPllate alked hym agayne, ſapeing, An⸗ 
ſweareſt thou nothyng: Beholde howe many thynges they 


laye to thy charge. Jeſus anſweared yet notþyng > 4 
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that Pilate marueyled. At that feaſt Pilate did deliner vn- 
to them a pꝛiſoner, whom ſoener they woulde deſyꝛe. And 
there was one Whiche was named Barabbas, whiche laye 
bounde with them that made inſurrection, he hadde com- 
mitted murder . And the people called bnto Him , and be- 
ganne to deſyze him that he would doo accozdyngashe had 
cuer doone vnto them. Pilate anſweared them, ſaying, Wyll 
ye that J let looſe vnto you the king ofthe Jewes : Foz he 
knewe that the high Pꝛieſtes hadde deliuered Hym ofenuie. 
But the high Pꝛieſtes mooued the people, that he ſhould ra⸗ 
ther deliver Barabbas vnto them . Pilate anſweared a- 
gayne, and laide vntothem , What wyll ve that J then 
doo vnto hym whom ye tall the kyng oof the Jewes : And 
they cryed agapne, Crucifiehym . Pilate ſayde vnto them, 
What euyll hath he doone ? And they cryed the moze fer⸗ 
uently, Crucifie hym . And ſo Pilate wyllyng to content the 
people, let looſe Barabbas vnto them, and deltuered bp Je⸗ 
ſus * he hadde ſcourged him) foz to be crutified. And 
the louldiers ledde him away into the common Hall , and 
called togeather the whole multitude. And they clothed him 
With purple, and they platted a crowne ot thoꝛnes, and crow- 
ned him withal, and beganne to ſalute him,Hayle king ofthe 
Jewes. And they lmote him on the head with a reede, and 
did ſpit vpon him, and bowed their knees, and woozſhipped 
him. And when they hadde mocked him, they tooke the pur- 
ple of hum, and put his owne clothes on him, and ledde hym 
out to crutiſie him. And they tompelled one that paſſed by, 
called Simon, of Spꝛene (the father of Alexander and Ru- 
fus) whiche came out of the feelde, to beare his croſſe. And 
they bzought hym to a plate named Golgotha, Whiche yfa 
man interpꝛete, is, the plate of dead mens ſkulles . And 
they gaue him to dꝛinke wine mingled with myꝛrhe, but 
herecetued it not. And when they had crucified him, they 
parted his garmentes, caſting lottes vppon them, what eue⸗ 
ry man choude take . And it was about the thirde houre, 
and they crucified him, and the tytle ol his cauſe was wꝛit⸗ 
ten, The king of the Jewes. And they trutified wu him 
two theeues, the one on his right hande, and the _— 
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his leakt: And the ſcripture was fulfilled whiche ſayth , He 
was counted among the Wicked . And they that went by, 
rapledonhim, wagging their heades, and ſaying, A wzetche, 
thouthat deſtroyeſt the Temple, and buildeſt u agayne in 
thꝛee dayes, ſaue thee ſelfe, and come downe from the troſſe. 
LikeWyſe alſo mocked him the high Pꝛieſtes among them 
ſelues, with the Scribes, and ſaide , he ſaued other men , 
him ſelfe he cannot ſaue. Let Chaiſte the king of Ilrael del⸗ 
ſende now from the troſſe, that we may ſee and beleeue. And 
theythat were crucified with hym, checked hym alſo. And 
when the ſixt houre was come, darkneſſe aroſe oner all the 
earth vntyll the nienth houre. And at the nienth houre, Jc⸗ 
ſus cryed with a loude voyce, ſaying „Eloi, Eloi, Lamaſabachthanie: 
whiche is (yk one interpꝛet it) my God, my God, why haſte 
thou fozlaken me: And one of them that ſtoode by, when 
they hearde that,ſayde, Beholde, he calleth foz Elias. And 
one ranne and fylled a ſpunge ful of vineger , and put it on a 
reede, and gaue hym to dꝛynke, laying, Let him alone, let vs 
ſee whether Elias Wyll come and take hym downe . But 
Jeſus cryed with a loude voyte, and gaue vp the ghoſt. And 
the vayle of the Temple rent in two peetes from the top to 
the bottome. And when the Centurion, (Which ſtoode befoꝛe 
hym) ſawe that he ſo tryed and gaue vp the ghoſt, he ſayde, 
Truely this man was the ſonne of GOD, There were alſo 
women a good Way of, beholdyng him: among whom was 
Marie Magdalene, and Marie the mother of James the 
litle, and of Joſes, and Marie Salome (which allo when he 
was in Galilee had folowed hym , and miniſtred vnto hym) 
and many other women, Whiche came vp with hym to Hie⸗ 
ruſalem. And nowe when the euen was come, becauſe it 
was the day of pzeparyng that goeth befoze the Sabboth, 
Joſeph of the Citie of Arimathea, à noble tounſaylour, whiche 
alſo loked foꝛ the kyngdome of God, came and went in bold- 
ly vnto Pilate , and begged of him the body of Jeſu . And 
Pilate maruepled that he Was already dead, and called bnto 
hym the Centurion, and aſked ofhym whether he hadde ben 
any whyle dead. And when he knewe the trueth ofthe Cen- 
turion, he gaue the body to Joſeph : m hebought 1 
1 i 
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cloth, and tooke him downe, and wꝛapped himinthelinnen 
tloth, and layd him in a Sepulchze that was hewen out of a 
rocke g rolled a ſtone befoze the dooze of the ſepulchze. And 
Marie Magdalene, and Marie Joles behelde where he 
was layde,

ere as is a Teſtament , there muſt 
\! 2} alſo (of neteſſitie) be the death of him 
; / || that makeththe Teſtament . Foz the 

| Teſtament taketh aucthozitie when 
men are dead: fo2itts pet ok no value, 
Aas long as he that maketh the Teſta- 
ay ment is aline . Foz whiche cauſe alſo, 
neither the firſt Teſtament was oꝛ⸗ 
— . depned without blood. Foz when 
{Poſes hadde declared all the tommaundementes to all the 
people, accozding to the lawe, he tooke the blood of Calues 
and of Goates, with water and purple wool, e hyſope, and 
ſpꝛinckled both the booke and all the people, ſapeing, This is 
the blood of the Teſtament whiche GO D hath appoynted 
vnto you . Mozeoner , he ſpꝛinckled the tabernacle with 
blood alſo , and al the miniſtring veſſelles. And almoſt all 
thinges are by the lawe purged with blood, and without 
ſheddyngof blood, is no remiſſion. It is neede then that the 
ſimilitudes of heauenlp thinges be purified with ſuche 
thinges, but that the heauenly thinges them ſelues be puri⸗ 
fied with better ſacrifices then are thoſe. Foꝛ Chaiſt is not en- 
tred into the holy plates that are made with handes (which 
are ſimilitudes of true thinges) but is entred into very hea⸗ 
uen,fo2 to appeare nowe in the ſight ol GOD foꝛ vs: not to 
offer him ſelfe often as the high pꝛieſt entreth into the holye 
place euery peere with ſtraunge blood, foꝛ then muſt he haue 
often ſuffered ſence the woꝛlde began: but nowe in the ende 
ofthe woꝛlde hath he appeared once, to put ſinne to flight by 
the offering vp of him lelle . And as it is appoynted vnto all 
| men 
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euen that they ſhall once dye, and then commeth the indge- 

ment: Euen ſo Chꝛiſte was once offered to take away the 

ſinnes of manp, and vnto them that loke foꝛ him, ſhal he ap- 

peareagayne Without ſinne, vnto ſaluation.

Then came the day of 
ſweete bꝛead, when of neceſſitie the Paſſoner mult be offred. 
And he lent Peter and John, ſaying, Goe and pꝛepare vs the 
Paſſouer, that we may eat. They laid vnto him, Where wilt 
thou that we pꝛepare! And he ſaid vnto them, Behold, when 
ye enter into the Citie, there ſhall a man meete you bearyng 
a pitcher ot water, hym folowe into the ſame houſe that he 
entreth in, and ye ſhall ſay vnto the good man ofthe houſe, 
the maiſter ſayeth vnto thee , Where is the gheſt chamber, 
where J ſhall eate the Paſſouer with my dilciples:And he 
ſhall ſhewe you a great parlour paued, there make redy, 
And they went, and founde as he hadſayde vnto them, and 
they made redy the Paſſeouer , And when the houre was 
tome, he ſate downe, and the twelue Apoltles with hym. 
And he ſayde vnto them, I haue inwardly deſpꝛed to eate 
this Paſſouer with you befoze that J ſulfer . Foꝛ J ſay vn- 
to you, hencefoozth wyll J not eate ofit any moze, vntpll it 
be fulfylled in the kingdome of God. And he tooke the cuppe, 
and gaue thankes , and ſapde, Take this, and diuide it 
among you. Fo: Jſay vnto pou, J wyllnot dzynke 1 the 
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fruite of this vine.vntyllthe kyngdome of God come. And he 
tooke bzead , and when he had geuen thankes, he bzake it, 
and gaue vnto them, ſaying, This is my body whiche is ge⸗ 
uen foꝛ vou. This doo in the remembꝛaunte of me. Tyke wiſe 
alſo when he had ſupped, be tooke the cup, ſapeing, This cup 
is the newe Teſtament in my blood, whiche ts ſhed foꝛ you. 
Pet beholde, the hande of him that betrayeth me, is with 
me on the table. And truely the ſonne of man goeth as it is 
appoynted, but wo vnto that man by whom he is betraped. 
And they beganne to enquire among them ſelues, whiche 
ol them it was that ſhoulde doo it. And there was a ſtryfe a⸗ 
mong them, which ol them ſhoulde ſeeme to be the greateſt. 
And he ſaide vnto them, The kinges ol natious raigne ouer 
them, and they that haue aucthoꝛitie vppon them, are called 
gratious : but pe ſhall not ſo be.

Foꝛ whether is greater he that 
ſitteth at meate, oꝛ he that ſerueth⸗ Is not he that ſitteth at 
meate: But J am among vou as he that miniſtreth . Ye 
are they whiche haue bidden with me in my temptations. 
And J appoynt vnto vou a kingdome, as my father hath 
appopnted to me, that ye may eate and dꝛinke at my table 
in my kingdome , & ſiton ſeates iudging the twelue tribes of 
Ilrael. Aud the Loꝛde ſaide, Simon, Simon, beholde, Sas 
tanhath deſp:ed to ſift you, as it were wheate: but J haue 
pꝛaped foz thee, that thy fayth fayle not. And When thou 
art conuerted, ſtrength thy bꝛethꝛen. And he layde vnto hym, 
Toꝛde, J am redy to go with thee into pziſon, and to death.

And 
he ſayde vnto them, When J ſent you without wallet, and 
ſcrip, ⁊ ſhoes, lacked ye any thing; And they ſayde, Ho. Then 
ſaide he vnto them, But nowe he that hath a wallet let hym 
take it vp, and lyReWyſe his ſcrip,and he that hath no ſwozd, 
let him ſel his toate, and bye one. Foꝛ J lay vnto you, that pet 
the lame whiche is wꝛitten, muſt be perfourmed in me, Euen 
among the wycked was he reputed . Foz thoſe thynges 
whiche are wzitten of me, haue an ende. And they * 
eho 
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beholde here are two ſwooꝛdes. And he ſayde vnto them, It 
is yenough. And he came out, and went (as he was wont) to 
mount Oliuete. And the diſciples folowed hym. And when 
he came to the plate, he ſapde vnto them, Pꝛap leſt pe fal into 
temptation. And he gate him ſelfe from them about a ſtones 
caſt, and kneeled downe, and pꝛaped, ſaping, Father, yfthou 
Wylt, remoue this cup from me: Neucrtheleſſe, not my wyl, 
but thine be fulfilled, And there appeared an angel vnto him 
from heauen,comfozting him. And he was in an agonie, and 
pꝛayed the longer, and his ſweate Was lyke dꝛops of blood, 
trycklyng downe to the grounde. And when he aroſe from 
pꝛayer, and was tome to his diſciples, he founde them ſlee⸗ 
pyng foꝛ heauineſſe, and he ſapde vnto them, Why ſleepe pe: 
Nyſe ſt pꝛay , leſt pe fall into temptation. While he yet lpake, 
beholde, there tame acompanie, and he that was called Ju⸗ 
das, one ofthe twelue, went befoze them, and pꝛeaſſed nygh 
vnto Jeſus to kyſſe him. But Jelus ſayd vnto him, Judas, 
betrayeſt thou the ſonne of man with a kyſſe: When they 
which were about him, ſawe what woulde folowe, they ſaid 
vnto him, Toꝛd, ſhal we ſmyte with the ſwoꝛde: And one of 
them ſmote a ſeruaunt of the hygh pꝛieſtes, and ſtroke ok his 
ryght eare. Jeſus aunlweared,and ſaide, Suffer pe thus far 
fooꝛth. And when he touched his eare, he healed hym. Then 
Jeſus ſayde vnto the hygh pꝛieſts, and rulers ofthe temple, 
and the elders whiche were tome to hym, Be be come out 
as vnto atheefe , with \woozdes and ſtaues. When J was 
dayly with you in the temple, pe ſtretched fooꝛth no handes 
againſt me: but this is euen your very houre, andthe power 
ot darknes. Then tooke they him, aud led him and bꝛought 
him tothe high pꝛieſts houſe: But Peter folowed a farre of. 
And when they had kyndled a kyꝛe in the myddes of the pal⸗ 
lace, and were ſet downe togeather, Peter alſo ſate downe 
among them. But when one ol the wenches behelde hym, 
as he ſate by the fyꝛe (and looked vpon hym) ſhe ſayd, This 
ſame felowe was alſo with hym. And he denied him ſaying, 
Woman, I knowe him not. And after a litle whyle, another 
ſawe hym, and ſayde, Thou art alſo of them. And Peter 
ſayd, Man, J am not. And about the ſpace of an houre alter, 
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another affirmed.ſaying,Ueryly this felowe was with him 
alſo, foꝛ he is of Galilee. And Peter ſlapde, Man, J Wwote not 
what thou ſapeſt. And immediatly whyle he yet ſpake, the 
Cocke crewe, And the Lo2de turned backe, and looked vpon 
Peter, and Peter remembꝛed the woꝛde ofthe Loꝛde, howe 
he had ſayde vnto hym, befoze the Cocke crowe thou ſhalt 
denie me thꝛiſe: And Peter went out, and wept bitterly. And 
the men that tooke Jeſus, mocked hym, and ſmote him, and 
When they had blindfolded him, they ſtroke him on the face, 
and aſked hym,ſaping,Areede, who is he that ſmote thee? 
And many other thinges diſpitefully 7 7 they agaynſt him. 
And aſſone as it was dap, the Elders of the people, and the 
hygh pꝛieſtes and Stribes tame togeather, and led hym in⸗ 
to they: counſel, ſaying, Art thou very Chꝛiſt? Tel vs. And he 
ſayde vnto them, If J tel vou, ve wyl not beleene me: and ik 
J aſke pou, ye wyl not anſweare, noꝛ let me goe: Hereafter 
thal the ſonne of man ſit on the right hande ofthe power of 
God. Then ſayde they all, Art thou then the ſonne of God: 
He layde, Ye ſay that J am. And they ſayde, hat neede we 
of any further witnefle:Foz we our ſelues haue heard of his 
owne mouth. |

vou and J partly beleeue it, Foz there mult 
be lectes among, that they whiche are

Supper tan not be eaten, foꝛ euery man beginneth afoze to 
eate his owne ſupper. And one is hungry, and 8 is 

zunken, 
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dꝛunken. Haue ye not houſes to eate and dꝛynke in⸗ Deſpyſe 
pe the tongregation of God, and ſhame them that haue not: 
What ſhal J lay vnto you: Shall I pꝛayſe ou: In this 7 
pꝛayſe you not. That whiche J delinered vnto ou, J recey- 
ued ofthe Lozde. Foꝛthe Lozde Jeſus, the ſame night in 
Whiche he was betrayed, tooke bzead, and when he had ge- 
uen thankes, he bꝛake it, and layde, Take pe, and eate this is 
my body which is bꝛoken foꝛ you: This do pe in the remem⸗ 
b:aunce ot me. Afterthe ſame manner allo he tooke the cup 
when ſupper was done, ſaying, This cup is the newe Teſta⸗ 
ment in my blood: This do as oft as pe dꝛynke it, in remem⸗ 
bꝛaunce of me. Foꝛ as often as pe ſhal eate this bzead , and 
dꝛynke of this cuppe, pe ſhal ſhewe the Lozdes death tyll he 
tome. Mheretoꝛe, whoſoeuer ſhal eate ofthis bzead,# dꝛynke 
ol this tuppe of the Lozd vnwoꝛthyly, ſhalbe gyltie of the bo- 
| dy and blood of the Loꝛde. But let a man examine him ſelfe, 
| and ſo let him eate of the bꝛead, and dꝛynke ofthe cuppe, Foz 
he that eateth and dꝛynketh vuWozthply, eateth c dzynketh 
his owne damnation,becauſe he maketh no difference ofthe 
Lo2des body, Foz this cauſe many are weake ⁊᷑ ſicke among 
vou and many ſleepe.

HE Whole multitude of them arole, Luk «xii, 
and led him vnto Pilate . And they be⸗ 
—\ [gan to accuſe hym, ſapeing, We founde 
>y|this felowe paruerting the people, and 
Dlkoꝛbiddyng to pape tribute to Caeſar, 
Aſaping, that he is Chꝛiſte a kyng. And 
Pilate appoſed hym, ſaping, Art thou 
Tok I\ © the kyng ofthe Jewes: He anſweared 
— A hym t ſayd, Thou ſapeſt it. Then ſapde 
Pil zteltes, and to the people, J finde no 
F ity fault 
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fault in this man. And they were the moze fierce, ſaying, He 
moueth the people, teaching thꝛoughout all Jurie, and be- 
gan at Galilee, euen to this plate. When Pilate hearde men⸗ 
tion of Galilee, he aſked whether the men Were of Galilee, 
And aſſoone as he knewe that he belonged to Herodes iuril⸗ 
diction, he ſent him to Herode, Whiche Was alfo at Hieruſa- 
lem at that tyme. And when Herode lawe Jelus,he waser- 
cee ding glad: foꝛ he was deſy2ous to ſee him of a long ſeaſon, 
becauſe he had hearde many thinges of hym, and he truſted 
to haue ſeene ſome myꝛatles done by him. Then he queſtio⸗ 
ned with him many Wooꝛdes: But he anſweared hym no⸗ 
thyng. The high Pꝛieſtes and Stribes ſtoode fooꝛth and ac- 
tuſed him ſtraightly : And Herode with his men of warre 
deſpyſed him. And when he had mocked him, he arayed him 
in White clothing , and ſent him agayne toPilate. And the 
ſame day Pilate and Herode were made freendes togeather: 
Fo: befoꝛe they were at variaunte. And Pilate called togea⸗ 
ther the high pꝛieſtes, and the rulers, c the people, and ſayde 
vnto them, Be haue bzought this man vnto me, as one that 
paruerteth the people, and beholde J examine hym befoze 
you, and finde no fault in this man of th 
pe accuſe him, no noꝛ yet Herode. Foz I lent you vnto hym, 
and loe, nothing woꝛthie of death is done vnto him, J wyll 
there foꝛe chaſten him ee let him looſe. Foꝛ ofneceſſitie he muſt 
haue let one looſe to them at that feaſt. And all the people 
cryed at once, ſaying, Away with him, # delpuer vs Barab⸗ 
bas (whiche foꝛ a tertayne inſurrection made in the citie, and 
foꝛ a murder was caſt into pꝛyſon.) Pilate ſpake agayne vn · 
to them, wyllyng to let Jeſus looſe. But they cryed, ſapeing. 
Crutifie hym, crucifie him. He ſayde vnto them the thyꝛde 
tyme, hat euyl hath he done: J finde no cauſe of death in 
him, IJ wyl therefoze chaſten him, and let him goe. And they 
cryed With loude voyces, requyꝛing that he might be crucift- 
ed. And the voytes of them and ofthe high pꝛieſtes pꝛeuap⸗ 
led. And Pilate gaue ſentence, that it ſhoulde be as they re- 
quired: and he let looſe vnto them, him that ( foꝛ inſurrection 
and murder) was caſt into pꝛyſon, whom they had deſpꝛed, 
and he delyuered to them Jeſus, to do with him 1 they 
dulde. 


oſe thinges whereof 
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woulde. And as they led him away, they caught one Simon 
of Syzene comming out ofthe feelde, and on hym layde they 
the croſle, that he might beare it after Jeſus . And there 
folowed him a great companie of people, and of women, 
whiche bewayled andlamented hym . But Jeſas turned 
backe vntothem,andſayde, Ye daughters of Hieruſalem, 
Weepe not foz me: but weepe foꝛ your ſelues and foꝛ your chil 
dꝛen. Fozbeholde, the dayes wyl come, inthe whiche they 
ſhal ſay, Happy are the barren, and the wombes that ne⸗ 
ner bare, and the pappes whiche neuer gaue ſucke . Then 
(hal they beginne to ſay the mountaynes, Fall on vs, and 
to the hylles, Couer vs. Foz yfthey doo this in a greene tree, 
what ſhalbe done in the dzye: And there were two eull doers 
led with him to be ſlayne . And after that they were come 
to the plate (whiche is called Caluarie) there they crucified 
hym and the euyl doers, one on the ryght hande, and the 
other on the leaft. Then ſapde Jeſus, Father, foꝛgeue them, 
fo: they wote not what they doo. And they parted his ray- 
ment, and taſt lots. And the people ſtoode and behelde. And 
the rulers mocked him with them, ſaying, He ſaued other 
men, let him ſaue hym leike yk he be very Chaiſte the choſen 
of God. The ſouldiers alſo mocked him, and tame and of- 
fered him vineger,and laide. Pfthou be the kyng of Jewes, 
ſaue thee ſelfe . And a ſuperſtription was Waittenouer him, 
with letters of Greeke, & Latine, and Hebzue, This is che kyog 
of the lewes. And one of the euyl doers whiche were hanged, 
rayledonhym, ſaying, It thou be Chziſte , ſane thee ſelfe 
and vs. Wut the other anſweared and rebuked hym , ſay- 
ing. Feareſt thou not God,ſceing thou art in the ſame dam- 
nation: We are righteouſly puniſhed, koꝛ we recepue atcoꝛ⸗ 
dyng to our deedes:but this man hath done nothing amiſſe. 
And he ſayde vnto Jeſus, Lozde remember me when thou 
tommeſt into thy kingdome . And Jeſus ſayde vntohym, 
Ueryly J ſay vnto thee, to day ſhalt thou be with me in Pa⸗ 
radile. And it was about the ſirth houre. And there was a 
darkneſſe ouerall the earth vntyl the nienth houre, and the 
Sunne was darkened, and the vayle ol the temple dyd rent, 
euen thꝛough the middes. And when Jelus had tryed mow 
PTR alou 
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aloude voyce, he ſaide, Father, into thy handes J cqmmend 
my ſpirite. And when he thus had ſaid, he gaue vp the ghoſt. 
When the Centurion ſawe what had happened, he glozified 
God, ſaying, Ueryly this was a ryghteous man. And all the 
people that tame togeather to that ſight, and ſaw the things 
which had happened, ſmote their bꝛeſtes, and returned. And 
all his acquaintaunce, and the women that folowed hym 
from Galilee, ſtoode a farre of beholding thele thinges. And 
beholde.there was a man named Joſeph, a counſayler, and 
he was a good man and a iuſt: The ſame had not conſented 
to the counſayle and deede of them, Which was of Arimathea, 
a citie ofthe Jewes, which ſame alſo wayteth foꝛ the kyng- 
dome of God: he went vnto Pilate, and begged the body of 
Jeſus, and toke it downe , and wꝛapped it in a linnen cloth, 
and layde it in a ſepulchze that was he wen in ſtone, wherein 
neuer man befoꝛe had ben layde. And that day was the pꝛe⸗ 
paring of the Sabboth, and the Sabboth dꝛewe on. The 
women that folowed after, which had tome with him from 
Galilee,behelde the ſepulchze, and howe his body was layd. 
And they returned, and pꝛepared ſweete odours, and oynt⸗ 
ments, but reſted on the Sabboth day, accozding to the com- 
maundement.

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Jeu knowing all thinges that ſhoulde come on hym went 
doꝛth, and layde vnto them, Whom ſeeke ye: They aun- 
ſweared hym, Jeſus of Nazareth. Jeſus ſayde vnto them, 
J ain he, Judas alſo which betraied him, ſtoode with them. 
Aſloone then as he had ſayd vnto them, Jam he, they went 
backwarde, and fell to the grounde. Then aſked he them a⸗ 
gapne, Whom ſeeke ye: They ſapde, Jeſus of Nazareth. 
eſus aunſweared, J haue tolde you that Jam he.. If ye 
eeke me, therefoze let theſe goe theyꝛ way, that the ſaycing 
myght be fulfylled whiche he ſpake , Ofthem whiche thou 
gaueſt me, haue J not loſt one. Then Simon Peter has 
uyng a ſwooꝛde, dzne it, and ſmote the hygh pꝛieſtes ſeruant, 
and cut of his ryght eare . The ſeruantes name was 
Malchus . Therekoꝛe ſayeth Jeſus vnto Peter, Put vp 
thy lwooꝛde into the ſheath : ſhall J not dꝛynke ofthe cuppe 
whiche my father hath geuen me: Then the company, and 
the taptayne, and the miniſters ofthe Jewes, tooke Jeſus, 
and bounde hym , and ledde hym away to Annas firſt , foz 
he was father inlaweto Caiaphas, Whiche was the hygh 
Pꝛieſt the ſame yeere . Cataphas was he that gane counſell 
to the Jewes , that it was expedient that one man ſhoulde 
dye fo2 the people. And Simon Peter folowed Jeſas,and 
ſo dyd another Diſciple . That Diſciple was knowen to the 
hygh Pꝛieſt, and went in with Jeſus vnto the pallace of 
the bygh Pꝛieſt. But Peter ſtoode at the dooze without. 
Then went out that other diſciple (Whiche was knowen to 
the hygh Paieſt) and ſpake to the damoſell that kept the 
dooꝛe, and bꝛought in Peter. Then lapde the damoſell that 
kept the dooze vnto Peter , Art not thou allo one ofthis 
mans diſciples: He ſayde , J am not. The ſeruantes and 
miniſters ſtoode there, whiche had made a fy2e ofcoales , foz 
it was colde, and they warmed them ſelues. Peter.alſo ſtood 
among them, and warmed hym ſelfe. The hygh Pꝛieſt then 
aſked Jeſus of his diſciples , and of his doctrine . Jeſus 
aunſweared hym , J ſpake openly in the woꝛlde, J euer 
taught in the ſynagogue, and inthe Temple whyther all 
the Jewes haue reſozted , and in ſecrete haue J ſpokenno- 
thyng. why aſkeſt thou me: Alke them Whiche . ne, 
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what J ſayde vnto them: beholde, they can tell what J ſayd, 
When he hadde thus ſpoken , one of the miniſters , whiche 
ſtoode by.\mote Jeſus onthe fate, ſaying , Aunſwereſt thou 
the hygh pꝛieſt ſo: Jeſus aunlweared hym, 3 I haue eupll 
ſpoken, beare witneſſe ofthe euyll: But yf J haue well ſpo⸗ 
nen, why ſmyteſt thou me: And Annas lent hym bounde vn- 
to Caiaphas the hygh pꝛieſt. Simon Peter ſtoode and war⸗ 
med hym ſlelfe. Then ſayde they vntohym , Art not thou 
alſo one of his Diſtiples: he denied it, and ſayde, J am not. 
One of the ſeruantes ofthe hygh pꝛieſtes, (his tooſin whole 
eare Peter ſmote of) ſayde vnto hym, Opd not J ſee thee in 
the garden with hym: Peter therefoze denied agaypne , and 
immediatly the Cocke crewe , Then led they Jeſusfrom 
Cataphas, into the hallofindgement : It was inthe moꝛ⸗ 
nyng, and they them ſelues went not into the iudgement 
hall, leaſt they ſhoulde be defyled , but that they myght eate 
the Paſſeoner . Pilate then went out to them, and ſayde, 
what accuſation bꝛyng you agaynſt this man: They aun- 
ſwered and ſapyde vnto hym, It he were not an euyl doer, we 
woulde not haue deliuered hym vnto thee. Then ſaid Pilate 
vnto them, Take ye hym,#iudge hym after your owne law. 
The Jewes thertoze ſaid vnto him, It is not lawful foꝛ vs 
to put any man to death: that the wooꝛdes of Jeſus myght 
be fulfylied which he ſpake, ſignifipng what death he ſhould 
dye. Then Pilate entred into the iudgement hall agayne, 
and called Jeſus , and ſayde vnto hym, Art thou thekyngof 
the Jewes: Jelus anſwered, Sayeſt thou that of thy ſelfe, 
oꝛ dyd other tell it thee of me: Pilate aunſweared , am Ja 
Jewe-Thine owne nation and high pꝛieſtes hauedelinered 
thee vnto me: what haſt thou done: Jeſus aunſweared , My 
kyngdome is not of this wozlde , yf my kyngdome were ok 
this wozlde , then woulde my miniſters ſurelp fyght, that J 
ſhoulde not be deliuered to the Jewes:but now is my kyng⸗ 
dome not krom hence. Pilate therefoze ſayde vnto hym, Art 
thou a kyng then; Jeſus aunſweard, Thou ſayeſt that Jam 
a king. Foz this taũſe was J boꝛne, and fozthis cauſe cam 
into the woꝛlde, that J ſhould beare witnes vnto the trueth: 
and all that are ot the trueth , heare my vopte. Pilate _ 
neg 
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vnto him, What thing is trueth: And when he had lapde 
this, he went out agayne vnto the Jewes, and ſayeth vnto 
them, I fynde in hym no taufe at all. Be haue a cuſtome that 
J ſhould delimer you one looſe at Eaſter : wyll ye that Jloſe 
vnto you the kyng ofthe Jewes: Then cryed they al againe, 
ſaying, Mot hym, but Waͤrabbas: the ſame Barabbas was 
a murderer. Then Pilate tooke Jeſus therefoze, and ſcour- 
ged hym. And the ſouldiers wound a crowne ofthoznes,and 
put it on his head, and they dyd on hym a purple garment, 
and came vnto hym, and lapde, Hayle kyng ok the Jewes: 
and they ſinote hym on the face. Pilate went fooꝛth agayne, 
and ſaid vnto them, Beholde, J bzinghim fooꝛth to pou, that 
ye may knowe that J fynde no fault in him. Then tame Je- 
{us fooꝛth, wearyng a trowne of thoꝛne, and a robe of purple. 
And he ſayeth vnto them, Beholde the man. When the 
high pꝛieſtes and miniſters ſawe hym, theycryed , Crucifie 
hym , crucifie hym. Pilate ſayth vnto them, Take pe hym, 
and crucifie hym,fo2 I fynde no cauſe in hyni . The Jewes 
anſweared hym, We haue alawe, and by our lawe he ought 
to dye, becauſe he made hym ſelfe the ſonne of God. when 
Pilate hearde that ſaying, he was the moze afrapde, and 
went agayne into the iudgement hall, and ſapde vnto Jeſus, 
Whente art thou⸗ But Jeſus gaue hym none aunſweare, 
Then ſayde Pilate vnto hym , Speakeſt thou not vnto me: 
Kno weſt thou not that Þ haue power to crucifie thee , and 
haue power to looſe thee? Jeſus anſweared, Thou touldeſt 
baue no power at all agaynſt me, except it were geuen thee 
from aboue: theretoꝛe he that delinered me vnto thee, hath 
the moꝛe ſynne. And from thencekozth ſought Pilate meanes 
to looſe hym. But the Jewes tryed, laying, Il thou let hym 
goe, thou art not Cealarsfreende : foꝛ whoſoeuer maketh 
hym ſelte a kyng, is agaynſt Ceaſar . When Pilate hearde 
that ſaying , he bzought Jeſus foozth , and ſatedowne to 
geue ſentence in a place that is called the pauement, but in 
the Hebzue tongue Gabbatha. It was the pzeparyng day 
of Eaſter , about the ſixth houre . And he ſayeth vntothe 
Jewes, Beholde your kyng. They tryed ſayeing, Away 
with hym , away with hym , crucifie hym. Pilate ey 
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vnto them, Shall IJ crucifie your kyng? The hygh Pzteftes 
aunſwered, we haue no king but Ceaſar.Then deliuered he 
hym to them to be crucified . And they tooke Jeſus, and led 
hym away, x he bare his troſſe, and went fooꝛth into a plate 
whiche is called the plate ol dead mens ſkulles, but in He- 
bꝛue Golgotha, where they trutified hym, and two other with 
hym, on eyther lyde one, and Jeſus in the midſt, And Pilate 
wꝛote a title, and put it vpon the croſſe. The wꝛytyng was, 
leſus ot Nazateth, kyng of the lewes. This title read many ofthe 
Jewes: fo2 the place where Jeſus was crucified , was 
neare to the Citie.Andit was wꝛytten in Hebꝛue, Greke, and 
Latine.Then ſayde the hye pꝛieſtes ofthe Jewes to Pilate, 
Waite not king of the Jewes: but that heſaid,Jam kyng 
ofthe Jewes. Pilate aunfweared , What J haue wzytten, 
— haue wꝛytten. Then the ſouldiers, when they had 
crucified Jeſus, toke his garmentes, and made foure partes, 
to euery ſouldyer a parte, and alſo his coate . The coate 
was without ſeame, Wzought vppon th:onghout . They 
ſayde therefoze among them ſelues, Let vs not diuide it, but 
calt lottes foꝛ it who ſhall haue it, that the ſcripture myght 
be fulfylled, ſaying, They haue parted my rayment among 
them, and foꝛ my coate dyd they caſt lottes. And the ſouldt- 
ers dyd ſuche thynges in deede. There ſtoode by the troſſe of 
Jeſus, his mother, and his mothers ſiſter, Marte the wyke 
of Cleophas, and Marie Magdalene. When Jeſus therefoze 
ſawe his mother, and the diſciple whom he loued, ſtandyng, 
he ſayth vnto his mother, Woman, beholde thy ſonne.

Alloone as Jeſus then retey⸗ 
ned of the vineger, he ſayde, It is fyniſhed: and bowed his 
head, and gaue vp the ghoſt. The Jewes therfoze, becauſe it 
was the pꝛeparyng of the Sabboth , that the bodyes ſhould 
not remayne vppon the crofle on the Sabboth * oat

Sabboth day was an high day) beſought Pilate that they: 
legges might be bꝛoken, t that they might be taken downe. 
Then tame the ſouldiers, and bꝛake the legges of the firſt, 
and of the other whiche was crucified with him . But when 
they tame to Jelus, and ſawe that he was dead alredie, they 
bꝛake not his legges: but one of the ſouldiers with a ſpeare 
th:uſte him into the fide , and foozthwith there tame out 
blood and water. And he that ſawe it bare retoꝛde, and his 
retoꝛde is true: and he knoweth that he layeth true, that ye 
might beleeue alſo. Foꝛ theſe thinges were doone, that the 
ſcriptures ſhoulde be fulfilled, e ſhall not bꝛeake a bone of 
him . Andagayne another ſcripture ſayeth , They ſhall 
looke vppon him whom they haue pearſed. After this, Jo⸗ 
ſeph of Arimathea (Whiche was a Diſciple of Jeſus, but ſe- 
cretly foꝛ feare of the Jewes) beſought Pilate that he 
might take downe the body of Jeſus: and Pilate gaue hym 
licence. He tame therefoze and tooke the body of Jeſus. And 
there came alſo Michodemus (whiche at the beginnyng 
came to Jeſus by night) and bzought of Myꝛrhe and Aloes 
mingled togeather, about an hundzed pound wapght. Then 
tooke they the body of Jeſus, and wounde it in linnen clo- 
thes with the odours, as the manner or the Jewes is to bu- 
rie. And in the place where he was crucified there was a 
garden, and in the garden a newe ſepulchze, wherein was 
neuer man laide. There laide they Jeſus therefoze , becauſe 
of the pꝛeparing of the Sabboth ofthe Jewes ; foz the ſepul- 
chꝛe was nigh at hande.

Mherefoꝛe 
then ſerueth the lawe:Thelaw was added becauſe of tranſ⸗ 
greſſion(tyl the ſeede tame to whom the pꝛomiſe was made) 
and it was oꝛdeyned by angels in the hande of a mediatour. 

A me diatour is not a mediatour of one: But God is one. Js 

the lawe then agaynſt the pꝛomiſe ol God: God fozbid.Fo2 if 

there had ben a lawe geuen whiche coulde haue geuenlyfe, 
then no doubt ryghteoulneſſe ſhould haue come by the lawe. 

But the ſcripture concludeth al thinges vnder ſpnne that the 

pꝛomiſe by the fayth of Jeſus Chziſte ſhoulde be genen to 

them that beleeue.

And it there be not aboue twentie perſons in the pariſhe of diſcretion to 
receyue the Communion, yet there ſhalbe no Communion, except foure 
or three at the leaſt communicate with the Prieſt. And in cathedrall and 
collegiate churches, where be many Prieſtes and Peacons, they ſhall all 
receiue the Communion with the Miniſter euery Sunday at the leaſt, ex- 
cept they haue a reaſonable cauſe to the contrarie. 

And to take away the ſuperſtition which any perſon hath or mignt haue 
in the bread and wine, it ſhal ſuffiſe that the bread be ſuchas is vſual to be 
eaten at the table with other meates , but the beſt and pureſt wheate 
bread that conueniently may be gotten, And it any of the bread & wine 
remayne, the Curate ſhal haue it to his owne vic. 

The bread and wine for the communion, ſnalbe prouided by the Curate 
& the Churchwardens, at the charges of the pariſhe, & the pariſhe shalbe 
diſcharged of ſuche ſummes of money or other dueties, whiche hytherto 
they haue payde for the ſame by order of their houſes euery ſunday. 

And note, that cuery parishioner shal communicate at the leaſt three 
tymes in the yere, of which Eaſter to be one, and shal alſo receyue the Sa- 
cramentes, and other rites, according to the order in this booke appoyn- 
ted. And yeerely at Eaſter, cuery pariſ hioner shal recken with his Par- 
ſon, Vicar, or Curate, or his or theyr deputie or deputies, and pay to them

Saint Paul (in his Epiſtle to the Epheſians the fyft chap⸗ 
ter) dooth geue this tommaundement to al marrped men, 
Be huſbandes loue pour wyues, euen as Chaiſte loued the 
Churche, and hath geuen him ſelfe foz it, to ſanctifie it, purge⸗ 
ing it in the fountayne of water, thzough the woꝛde, that he 
myght make it vnto him ſelfe a gloꝛious congregation, not 
hauyng ſpot oz wꝛynckle, oꝛ any ſuch thing, but that it ſhould 
be holy and blameleſſe. So men are bounde to lone they: 
owne wpues as they: owne bodyes. He that loueth his 
owne Wyke,loneth hym lelfe. Foz neuer dyd any man hate 
his owne fleſhe, but nouryſheth, and cheryſheth it, euen as 
the Lo2de dooth the congregation. Foz we are members 
ol his body, of his fleſhe, and of his bones. Foz this cauſe 
ſhall a man leaue father and mother, and ſhalbe ioyned vn- 
to his wyfe, and they two ſhalbe one fleſhe. This myſterie 
is great: but I ſpeake of Chaiſt and ofthe congregation. Ne- 


nertheleſſe,let enery one of you ſo loue his owne Wyke, euen 
as hym ſelfe. 


Coloſ. iii. Lykewyſe the ſame ſaint Paul (wꝛytyng to the Colloſſi⸗

ans)lpeaketh thus to al men that be maryed, Ye men loue 
your wpues, and be not bytter vnto them. 

Heare alſo what ſaint Peter the Apoſtle of Chaiſte, which 
was hymſelfe amaryed man, ſayth vnto all men that are 
maryed, Ye huſbandes dwel with your wines actoꝛdyng to 
knoWledge,geuing honoꝛ bnto the wile, as vnto the weaker 
veſſel, and as heyꝛes togeather of the grate ol lyfe, ſo that 
pour p2ayers be not hyndered. 

C hytherto pe haue hearde the duetie of the hulbande to⸗ 
warde the wyfe.

Aint Paul (in the foꝛenamed Epiltle tothe Epheſtans) 
teacheth you thus, Ye women ſubmyt your lelues vn⸗ 
to your owne hulbandes, as bnto the Toꝛde: foz the 
hulbande is the wyues head, euen as Chꝛiſte is the head 
of the churche. And he allo is the ſautour of the whole bo-

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dye, Therefoze as the Churche and congregation is ſubſett 
vnto Chꝛiſte, fo lykewyſe let the wyues be alſo in ſubiection 
vnto their owne hulbandes in all thynges. And agayne he 
ſayth, Let the wyfe reuerente her huſbande: (And in his 
Eptltle tothe Colloſſians) Saint Paul geueth you this ſhoꝛt 
Leſſon, Be wyues ſubmit your ſelues vnto your owne hul⸗ 
bandes, as it is conuenient inthe Lozde, 

Saint Peter alſo doeth inſtruct you very godly, thus ſay⸗ 
ing, Let wyues be ſubiecte to their owne hulbandes, ſo that 
pf any obey not the woꝛde, they may be wonne without the 
wozde,by the conuerſation of the wyues, whyle they behold 
pour chaſte tonuerſation coupled with feare. Whole appareil 
let it not be outwarde with bꝛayded heare, and trimmpng a⸗ 
bout with golde, eyther in puttyng on ot goꝛgeous apparell: 
but let the hyd man whiche is in the hart, be without al coz- 
ruption, ſo that the ſpirite be mylde and quyet, whiche is a 
pꝛetious thyng in the ſyght of God. Foz after this maner (in 
the olde tyme) dyd the holy women whiche truſted in God, 
aàpparel them ſelues, being lubiect to their owne hulbandes: 
As Sara obeied Abꝛaham, calling him Lozd, whoſe daugh- 
— are made dooyng well, and not being diſmayed with 
anp feare.

Theſe wooꝛdes 
(good bꝛother) are Gods wooꝛdes, and wꝛitten in holy ſcrip⸗ 
ture fo: our tom toꝛt and inſtruction, that we ſhould patient⸗ 
ly and with thankeſgeuing, beare our heauenly fathers coz- 
rection,when ſo euer by any maner of aduerlſitie it ſhal pleaſe 
his gratious goodneſſe to viſite vs. And there ſhoulde be no 
greater comfozt to Chaiſtian perſons , then to be made lyke 
vnto Chaiſte,by ſufferyng patiently aduerſities, troubles, and 
ſickneſſes. Foz he hym ſelfe went not vp to top, but fyꝛſte he 
ſuffered payne, he entred not into his glozy , befoze he was 
crucified. So truely our way to eternall top, ts, to ſuffer here 
with Chaiſte,andour dooze to enter into eternal lyfe, is glad⸗ 
ly to dye with Chꝛiſte, that we may ryle agaynt from death, 
and dwel with hym in euerlaſting lyfe. Nowe therefoze ta- 
king your ſickneſſe ( which is thus p:ofitable foꝛ pou)patient⸗ 
ly, Jexhoꝛt you in the name of God, to remember the pꝛokel⸗ 
ſion which you made vnto God in pour baptilme. And foꝛ as 
much as after this life, there is accompt to be geuen vnto the 
righteous iudge, of whom al muſt be iudged without reſpect
